A  London  Medical  Man,  in  dispensing  a  mixture  for  a 
patient,  filled  up  the  bottle  with  liq.  strychninae  instead  of 
aq.  chloroformi.  The  Coroner's  jury  advised  him  to  be 
more  careful  in  future  (p.  582). 

Dr.  Dixon,  the  pharmacologist,  finds  the  activity  of  solu- 
tions of  the  suprarenal-gland  principle  diminishes  as  it  be- 
comes coloured,  also  that  the  synthetic  alkaloid  has  only  half 
the  activity  of  the  natural  substance  (p.  600). 

St.  Thomas's  Hospital  dispensary  was  visited  by  the 
London  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  last  week  (p.  592), 
and  Mr.  Jennings,  the  hospital  pharmacist,  gave  an  account 
of  it  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  meeting  on  Tuesday 
evening  (p.  600). 

The  Arrangements  for  the  International  Congress  of 
applied  chemistry,  which  is  to  be  held  in  London  at  Whit- 
suntide 1908,  are  progressing.  The  King  is  to  be  patron, 
and  several  distinguished  scientists  are  to  act  as  presidents 
of  sections.    See  the  reports  on  p.  601. 

Reports  of  Last  Week's  Meetings  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  are  printed  on  p.  601.  The  most  striking 
pharmaceutical  subject  is  the  discovery  by  the  Imperial 
Institute  chemists  of  a  cyanogenic  substance  in  linseed.  This 
may  explain  why  linseed  infusion  is  good  for  coughs. 

Messes.  E.  Glover  and  J.  A.  Kenningham,  the  delegates  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  Australia  with  refer- 
ence to  the  restrictive  proposals  regarding  the  importation  of 
proprietary  articles  have  had  an  interview  with  the  Minister 
of  Customs  in  Melbourne.    This  is  fully  reported  on  p.  587. 

The  Apprenticeship  Problem  as  outlined  by  a  correspon- 
dent last  week  has  brought  us  other  communications  on  the 
subject,  which  are  printed  on  pp.  610-611.  As  the  difficulty 
of  getting  apprentices  is  diminishing  in  some  parts,  it  is 
well  that  the  question  of  efficient  training  should  be 
thoroughly  ventilated. 

In  view  of  the  Easter  holidays  business  in  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals has  been  of  a  restricted  character.  Citric  acid  has  ad- 
vanced and  lemon  oil  is  firmer.  Balsam  Peru  will 
probably  advance.  Crude  and  refined  camphor  are  easy. 
Arsenic,  Cochin  coconut  oil,  pepper,  and  shellac  are  lower

The  exercises  are  usually  in  the  qualitative  analysis  of  a 
mixture  of  two  or  three  salts,  samples  of  which  are  sent  to 
students  who  apply  for  them  on  a  date  generally  published  in 
the  third  issue  of  the  month.

Brevities. 

A  lire  broke  out  on  April  13  at  tho  premises  of  Messrs. 
Sparkes.  White  &  Co.,  brewers'  chemists,  in  St.  John's 
Street,  Clerkenwell,  and  considerable  damage  was  done. 

At  Maidstone  on  April  11,  a  youth  named  Anderson  was 
bound  over  on  probation  for  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Mr. 
II.  Pavne.  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Week  Street,  and  steal- 
ing 11.  4s.  4,1. 

At  Malmesbury  County  Court  on  April  6,  the  Tarolene 
Manufacturing  Co.,  Manchester,  obtained  judgment  against 
Oscar  Davis;  of  Tetbury,  for  5/.  2s.  for  tins  of  disinfecting 
fluid  supplied. 

The  Westminster  Public  Health  Committee  have 
directed  summary  proceedings  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  a 
purchased  sample  of  oxymel  of  squill  which,  on  analysis, 
was  found  to  contain  08  per  cent,  of  sucrose. 

In  the  "Connoisseur"  this  month  there  is  an  article  on 
"Ancient  Pharmacy  Jars"  which  refers  to  the  collection 
of  Mr.  James  Prior,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Stamford.  The 
article  is  illustrated  by  eight  photographs,  comprising  nine- 
teen pots  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries. 

The  six-year-old  son  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Shields,  chemist  and 
druggist,  St.  Albans,  was  knocked  clown  by  11  motor-car 
in  London  Road,  St.  Albans,  on  April  12.  The  motorists 
neither  attempted  to  stop  nor  troubled  to  look  round  to 
discover  the  result  of  the  accident.  Fortunately  the  boy 
was  not  seriously  hurt. 

A  statement  by  Mr.  Harmood-Banner,  M.P.  for  Everton, 
to  the  effect  that  "  female  drunkenness  arose  from  the 
misuse  of  coca  wine  and  some  other  compounds  supplied  by 
chemists,"  has  brought  a  newspaper  rejoinder  from  Mr. 
George  Nelmes,  chemist,  Liverpool,  who  denies  that 
chemists  are  thc  guilty  persons. 

In  his  annual  report  to  the  Town  Council.  Dr.  A.  Green- 
wood, medical  officer  for  Blackburn,  mentioned  that  the 
fplowing  disinfectants  had  been  used  during  the  past  year  : 
chloros,  1.191  gals.  ;  chloride  of  lime.  5  tons.  14  cwt. ;  sani- 
tary dry  lime,  5,120  7-lb.  bags ;  carbolic  powder.  105 
<4ross  1-lb.  dredgers.  The  total  cost  of  the  disinfectants 
was  280/.  10«.  2d. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  have  authorised  the  ap- 
pointment of  two  additional  laboratory  assistants  and  one 
■clerical  assistant  (each  at  a  commencing  salary  of  100/.  per 
annum)  and  one  sample-collector,  unclassified,  at  a  proba- 
tionary salary  of  52/.  per  annum.  It  was  reported  that  the 
■work    at    the    laboratory    has    greatly    increased,  and 


that  special  research  work  has  been  instituted.  The  B  rd 
accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Baird  &  Tatlock,  of  Css 
Street,  Hatton  Garden,- at  58/.,  for  the  provision  and  fi'ig 
of  a  centrifuge  installation  for  use  in  connection  with  sp-.al 
research  work. 

Sleeping-sickness. 

The  British  Government  has  decided  to  establish  -a  Brj!,h 
National  Bureau  for  sleeping-sickness,  with  a  strong  <> 
mittee  in  London,  to  be  maintained  by  annual  grants  n le 
from  the  Imperial  and  Soudanese  Governments.  It  is <:- 
pected  that  the  Convention  between  Great  Britain  and  t- 
many  on  the  subject  of  joint  measures  for  the  preventic  it 
sleeping-sickness  in  Uganda  and  German  East  Africa  11 
be  signed  at  an  early  date. 

Deaths  under  Anaesthetics. 

Our  Parliamentary  representative  is  informed  thatis 
soon  as  Parliament  reassembles  after  the  Easter  recess 
T.  A.  Bramsdon,  M.P.,  who  holds  the  position  of  Cortir 
for  the  Portsmouth  district,  will  address  a  question  to  e 
new  Prime  Minister  in  the  House  of  Commons  as.  to  ;e 
expediency  of  appointing  a  Royal  Commission  for  e 
purpose  of  inquiring  into  the  number  of  deaths  which  oc  r 
annually  while  patients  are  under  the  influence  of  ar  ,- 
thetics.  Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  matter  y 
Dr.  Waldo,  the  Coroner  for  the  City  of  Lond'on,  and  e 
main  reason  for  any  such  Government  inquiry  as  is  sugges  i 
is  to  ascertain  whether,  under  the  present  conditions,  e 
administration  of  anaesthetics  is  carried  out  with  as  mti 
skill  as  is  needed. 

A  Doctor's  Dispensing. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Canning  Town  on  April  10,  1 
the  body  of  Benjamin  Marks  (74),  who-died  in  convulsin 
after  taking  one  tablespoonful  -of  a  mixture  prescribed  a  I 
dispensed  for  him  by  Dr.  Sidney  Williams,  of  Barking  Ro  , 
E.  When  deceased'was  taken  ill  Dr.  Williams  was  sent  f , 
but  could  not  save  his  life.  In  the  course  of  his  cviden 
Dr.  Williams  told  the  Coroner  that  on  examining  the  'i 
ceased  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  (the  doctor)  h 
made  a  mistake.  He  intended  to  give  thc  deceased  a  ton 
and  thought  he  gave  a  mixture  "of  strychnine,  arsen 
ammonia,  and  chloroform-water."  The  solution  of  stryt 
nine  and  chloroform- water  bottles  appear,  he  said,  to  ha 
got  mixed — presumably  his  maid,  after  cleaning  up,  had  r 
them  back  in  their  wrong  places — so  that,  instead  of  putti 
in  a  small  quantity  of  strychnine  solution  and  filling  tt 
bottle  up  with  chloroform-water,  he  had  put  in  a  lit 
chloroform-water  and  filled  up  with  strychnine  solution, 
was  marve  llous,  he  added,  that  he  had  not  used  the  stryc 
nine  for  the  chloroform- water  all  clay.  The  next  patie 
had  practically  the  same  medicine  as  that  prescribed  f 
the  deceased,  'but  it  was  all  right.  "  I  suppose  I  automa 
cally  put  the  bottles  back  in  their  proper  places."  Tl 
Coroner  produced  two  large,  blue,  fluted  bottles  and  0 
smaller  bottle,  and  thc  doctor  explained  that  one 1  of  tl 
larger  bottles  contained  thc  chloroform-water,  while  t 
other  was  the  stock-bottle  for  solution  of  strychnin 
The  smaller  bottle  of  strychnine  solution  he  used  in  tl 
dispensary,  keeping  the  stock-bottle  behind  it.  All  t. 
bottles  were  on  the  same  shelf.  The  medicine  he  must  ha1 
given  would  be  practically  ninety-nine  parts  strychnu 
solution.    The  following  dialogue  took  place  :

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure,  an 
advised'the  doctor  to  lie  more  careful  in  future.

At  Hull  adjourned  Brewster  Sessions  on  April  8.  the 
off  wine-licences  granted  to  Mr.  E.  H.  Earle,  chemist  and 
druggist,  48  King  Edward  Street,  and  to  Mr.  Arthur 
Richardson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hessle  Road,  were  con- 
firmed. 

At  Rotherham  Borough  Court  on  April  10,  Edward  Coney 
Knowles,  chemist  and  druggist,  applied  for  confirmation 
of  a  licence  to  sell  medicated  wines  granted  to  him  at  the 
recent  Licensing  Sessions.  It  was  explained  that  applicant 
desired  to  sell  "  Wincarnis."  a  meat-and-malt  wine,  for 
which  the  Inland  Revenue  decided  it  was  necessary 
to  have  a  wine-licence.  If  he  was  not  allowed  to  sell  it, 
but  only  the  ordinary  wine  with  quinine,  there  was  no, 
necessity  to  go  on.  The  Bench  confirmed'the  licence,  giving 
permission  to  sell  the  meat-and-malt  wine,  subject  to  the  • 
matter  coming  before  the  Licensing  Committee. 

At  a  meeting  oE  the  Northumberland  Licensing  Com- 
mittee at  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  on  April  10,  the  confirma- 
tion of  a  removal  off-licence  for  wines  was  granted  to  Mr. 
Roger  Brand,  chemist  and  druggist,  Wallsend.  At  the  same 
hearing  Mr.  Edward  Watson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Ravensworth  Street,  Bedlington  Station,  applied  for  con- 
firmation of  an  off  wine-licence  granted  to  him,  medicated 
wine  only  to  be  sold.  In  reply  to  the  police  superintendent, 
applicant  said  he  considered  wine  containing  quinine  in  any 
quantity  should  be  described  as  medicated  wine.  He  wished 
also  to  sell  beef  and  malt  wines.  The  police  superintendent 
opposed  the  confirmation  of  the  licence  on  the  ground  that 
if  granted  Mr.  WTatson  could  sell  any  wine  which  was 
medicated  to  the  slightest  extent,  and  the  difficulty  would 
be  to  determine  what  was,  and  what  was  not,  medicated 
wine.  Would  a  bottle  of  port  with  a  grain  of  quinine 
added  come  under  the  description  of  medicated  wine  ?  The 
confirmation  was  refused.

Mr.  Caslon :  For  spite,  of  course ;  they  know  well  we 
don't  want  them,  and  that  is  the  cause. 

Chairman  :  I'll  make  an  order  to  the  effect  that  as  Boileau 
&  Boyd  were  the  contractors  last  year,  and  had  given 
satisfaction,  they  were  also  an  Irish  firm,  and  the  difference 
was  onlv  3  per  cent.,  they  were  favoured  with  the  contract 
by  the  Board. 

Mr.  McGuire:  You  can  say  that  the  Irish  stuff  is  far 
superior  to  the  English  make-up.

M.  Crinon,  Secretary  of  the  General  Association  of 
French  Pharmacists,  met  with  an  accident  recently  at 
Rheims,  and  is  laid  up  with  a  broken  leg. 

The  Therapeutical  Society  of  Paris  offers  a  prize  of 
20Z.  for  the  best  paper  on  "  Stimulants  and  Sedatives  of 
Hepatic  Activity  and  their  Use  in  Liver-diseases."  Essays 
should  be  handed  in  to  the  General  Secretary,  Dr.  G. 
Bardet,  21  rue  du  Cherche-Midi,  Paris,  before  June  30, 
1909. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Formulary. — The  General  Associa- 
tion of  French  Pharmacists  has  nominated  five  of  its 
members  to  form,  with  an  equal  number  of  members  of  the 
Pharmacists'  Association  of  the  Loiret  Department,  the 
committee  for  drawing  up  a  Formulary  of  Medicaments. 
M.  Cholley  will  act  as  Secretary,  M.  Beytout  as  President. 

Old-age  Pensions. — The  annual  report  of  the  Pharma- 
cists' Mutual  Pension  Fund  (Caisse  Mutuelle  Pharma- 
ceutique  de  Retraites)  shows  a  very  satisfactory  balance- 
sheet.  Mr.  Riethe  (President)  points  out  that  the  single 
share  of  lOOf.  is  now  worth  129L,  and  that,  as  the  annual 
subscription  can  be  paid  in  four  quarterly  sums  of  25f. 
apiece,  there  is  really  no  reason  why  all  French  pharmacists 
should  not  profit  by  this  professional  association  to  make 
some  provision  for  their  later  years. 

Colonial  Produce. — With  the  view  of  repressing  frauds 
in  the  rubber,  gum,  ground-nut,  and  palm-oil  industries  in 
the  French  colonies,  a  decree  has  been  drafted  by  the  French 
Government  with  the  object  of  extending  the  operation  of 
the  law  of  August  1,  1905,  referring  to  the  adulteration  of 
produce.  The  effect  of  the  measure  would  be  to  render 
more  honest  trades  not  at  present  conducted  in  accordance 
with  high  ethical  standards  and  to  raise  both  the  reputation 
and  the  price  of  French  colonial  produce. 

The  Scientific  Work  of  Z.  Roussin.— M.  Ballaud,  the 
well-known  ex-army  pharmacist,  continues  to  usefully  em- 
ploy his  well-earned  retirement  by  interesting  contributions 
to  the  history  and  science  of  military  pharmacy.  His  last 
book,  written  in  collaboration  with  M.  Luizet,  is  a  review 
of  the  scientific  work  of  Z.  Roussin,  the  real  originator  ci 
diazo  dyes,  chrysoine,  roccelline,  cesarine,  etc.,  as  well  as 
the  substantive  dyes  which  have  rendered  such  important 
services  to  industry.  Roussin  was  for  many  years  a  phar- 
macist in  the  French  army,  and  his  biography  (by  M. 
Charles),  which  is  annexed  to  the  volume,  recounts  his 
thrilling  experiences  during  the  Paris  Commune  of  1871. 

Medical  Supplies  in  Accident  Cases.— M.  Limouzain 
Laplanche,  Senator,  and  M.  Vaudin  have  addressed  a  letter 
to  the  Minister  of  Labour  on  the  question  of  the  official 
tariff  for  medicaments  supplied  to  injured  workmen  under 
the  French  Employers'  Liaioilitv  Act.  The  Seine  pharma- 
cists granted  to  a  Parisian  Federation  of  Mutual  Heiieht, 
Societies  a  reduction  of  40  per  cent. ,  and  this  appears  to  have 
been  taken  as  the  base  of  the  official  tariff.    But  it  hai 
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been  found  to  be  far  too  low.  About  25  per  cent,  would 
be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Association,  a  fair  re 
duction.  It  is  hoped  that  the  tariff  carefully  drawn  up  by 
the  Association  recently  may  yet  bo  substituted  for  the 
"  official  "  tariff.  The  signatories  of  the  letter  offer  to  place 
a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  revised  tariff  at  the 
Minister's  disposal  for  study  by  the  committee  charged  to 
examine  these  questions. 

The  New  Inspectors. — The  decree  as  to  the  inspection 
of  laboratories  and  establishments  for  the  sale  of  food  and 
drugs  ("pharmaceutical  and  alimentary  products")  has 
just  been  published.  The  "  Service  for  the  Repression  of 
Fraud,"  to  give  it  its  official  title,  will  be  carried  out  by 
fourteen  special  inspectors  supervised  by  one  inspector- 
general,  all  to  be  "nominated  by  decree  on  the  proposition 
of  the  Director  and  Chief  of  the  Service."  Two-thirds  of 
the  inspectors  will  be  chosen  from  Excise  officers  of  a  certain 
given  rank,  one-third  will  be  technical  experts  named  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture.  They  will  commence  at  a  salary 
of  160?.  per  annum,  rising  to  220/. ;  the  inspector-general's 
initial  income  (200?.)  will  gradually  be  increased  to  280?. 

A  Pharmacist's  Responsibilities. — An  action  is  pend- 
ing against  M.  Denis  Laborde,  pharmacist,  at  Saint- 
Affrique  (Aveyron),  for  damages  owing  to  the  death  of  one 
of  his  customers  from  drinking  by  error  an  embrocation  in- 
tended for  external  use  only.  It  appears  that  several 
■bottles  of  the  preparation  were  supplied  at  the  same  time 
•by  the  pharmacist,  and  on  the  outside  cover  of  the  parcel 
he  stuck  a  red  label  marked  "  Poison,  for  external  use 
only."  It  is  evident  that  the  pharmacist  would  have  been 
-entirely  protected  had  he  placed  a  red  label  on  each  bottle  ; 
and  as  there  was  contributory  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  victim,  the  question  as  to  who  is  responsible  for  the 
accident  has  arisen.  The  plaintiff  is  the  son  of  the  victim 
of  the  accident,  and  when  the  case  was  brought  before  the 
local  Magistrate  at  Saint-Affrique  a  decision  was  given  in 
favour  of  the  pharmacist,  but  an  appeal  to  a  higher  court 
ilias  been  made,  on  the  ground  of  "an  infraction  of  the 
Royal  Decree  of  1848  on  the  responsibility  of  pharmacists,'' 
'by  the  defendant. 

The  Pharmacist  and  his  Poison-book. — The  crimes  of 
Jeanne  Gilbert,  of  Saint  Amancl-Montrond,  which  have 
aroused  much  interest  throughout  France,  have  apparently 
been  definitely  brought  home  to  her  by  the  evidence  of 
M.  Bouillet,  pharmacist,  of  rue  Saint  Barbe,  Saint  Amand. 
The  prisoner  denied  having  purchased  arsenic,  and  declared 
.-he  did  not  even  know  M.  Bouillet.  When  confronted  with 
the  "Juge  d'instruction,"  she  continued  her  system  of 
denial,  but  the  chemist  had  been  careful  to  exact  her 
signature  on  each  occasion.  The  Magistrate  required  the 
prisoner  to  sign,  and  the  identity  of  the  writing  appeared 
manifest.  M.  Bouillet  deposed  that  she  bought  arsenic  by 
■the  half-pound  and  might  have  had  2  lb.  in  her  possession 
at  one  time.  A  comparison  of  the  dates  of  sales  and  the 
deaths  of  some  of  Jeanne  Gilbert's  relatives  and  other 
persons  is  instructive,  though  not  quite  conclusive;  one  of 
the  several  deaths  preceded  her  first  purchase  at  this  par- 
ticular pharmacy.  The  woman  afterwards  admitted  her 
purchases  of  arsenic  and  said  it  was  intended  for  destroying 
rats  on  the  farm.  The  details  of  this  sensational  case  are 
'onefly  as  follows  : 

In  1905  a  prosperous  farmer,  M.  Gilbert,  died  quite  sud- 
denly, and  six  months  later— that  is,  the  following  October— 
his  wife  also  succumbed  unexpectedly.  Then,  after  the  lapse 
of  a  year,  another  farmer,  M.  Renaud,  also  expired  un- 
expectedly, and  a  month  later  was  followed  by  his  wife. 
Two  men  of  the  neighbourhood  and  a  little  girl  also  suc- 
cumbed suddenly  at  intervals.  Then,  in  the  latter  part  of 
-March,  a  Mme.  Fallot  received  a  small  cheese,  which  she 

■Jt  \°  be  a  Present  from  a  neighbour,  and  ate  some  of  it 
with  her  lunch;  in  less  than  three  hours  she  was  dead, 
then  suspicions,  hitherto  undefined,  were  thoroughly 
aroused,  and  the  origin  of  the  cheese  was  traced  to  Jeanne 
filbert,  and  (it  being  poisoned  by  arsenic)  she  was  arrested, 
phe  is  only  so  far  accused  of  the  death  of  Mme.  Pallot,  but 
is  suspected  of  having  poisoned  eleven  other  people  in  all, 
including  her  own  and  her  husband's  fathers  and  mothers, 
there  is  apparently  no  excuse  or  explanation  for  the  crimes, 
except  possible  mental  weakness;  but  the  evidence  brought 
mrward  by  the  pharmacist  who  supplied  the  arsenic  and 
nis  assistant  points  very  clearly  to  the  utility  of  the  "  Poison-

Cape  Colony. 

The  Tariff. — Reuter  cabled  on  April  10  that  the  Tariff 
Commission  appointed  by  the  Cape  Government  has  re- 
ported in  favour  of  moderate  increases  of  duties  for  pur- 
poses of  protection. 

By  Appointment. — A  very  good  reproduction  of  the  new 
"coat  of  arms"  recently  issued  to  the  Orange  River 
Colony  is  to  be  seen  on  the  window  of  Messrs.  Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.'s  Adderley  Street  Pharmacy,  Cape  Town. 
In  addition  to  the  appointment  they  hold  to  the  Governor 
of  Cape  Colony,  the  firm  have  recently  been  gazetted 
chemists  to  the  Governor  of  the  Orange  River  Colony.  The 
two  colonial  emblems,  together  with  the  Imperial  coat  of 
arms,  form  an  attractive  addition  to  their  window. 

Insolvency. — The  third  meeting  of  creditors  in  the  in- 
solvent estate  of  George  Hutchinson  Veitch,  trading  as 
"Veitch  &  Cross,"  chemists,  Maitland,  was  held  in  Cape 
Town  on  March  20.  Debtor  attributes  his  failure  to  the 
general  depression  in  trade,  and  particularly  to  the  fact 
that  Maitland  residents,  who  are  chiefly  connected  with 
the  Cape  Government  railways,  have  decreased  consider- 
ably during  the  past  two  years.  The  liabilities  are 
236?.  lO.s.  9d.,  and  the  assets  (stock-in-trade  and  outstanding 
debts)  are  estimated  at  149?.  5s.  If?.  The  trustee's  report 
was  adopted,  and  the  further  management  of  the  estate 
left  in  his  Hands.  This  is  the  third  insolvency  in  the  drug- 
trade  in  the  Colony  recently,  and  in  none  of  the  cases  has  a 
purchaser  been  found  for  the  business. 

Chemists'  Licences. — The  hearing  of  the  charge  against 
Mr.  A.  E.  A.  Tothill  (see  C.  <t-  D.,  April  11.  p.  "552)  was 
resumed  at  the  Cape  Town  Police  Court  on  March  20.  Con- 
siderable interest  was  evinced  by  members  of  the  trade,  and 
among  those  m  court  were  Messrs.  F.  C.  Mathew  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony),  A.  H. 
Mathew  (of  Hevnes,  Mathew  &  Co.),  H.  Evans  (Petersen, 
Ltd.),  J.  S.  North,  W.  Froembling,  and  J.  Jones.  The 
presiding  Magistrate  (Mr.  De  Villiers)  having  intimated 
that  he  would  like  to  hear  expert  evidence  on  the  custom 
of  the  trade,  Mr.  Oliff  called  the  defendant,  who  said  he 
dispensed  medicines,  did  the  work  of  a  druggist,  sold 
druggists'  sundries,  was  a  compounder  of  medicines,  and 
an  apothecary.  He  received  his  qualification  in  1882. 
About  two  or  three  years  ago  he  took  out  a  general  dealer's 
licence  under  compulsion.  When  he  started  business  in  1882 
he  sold  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  case,  and  had  continued 
to  sell  them  ever  since.  He  held  the  view  that  he  sold 
nothing  that  was  not  covered  by  his  chemist's  licence. 
Pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  him  by  the  Stamp  Depart- 
ment, and  the  representative  of  that  Department  took  objec- 
tion to  a  spray  which  was  used  for  throat-diseases.  He 
did  not  sell  cigars  because  he  thought  it  derogatory  to  his 
business,  but  he  did  not  admit  that  he  had  not  the  right  to 
do  so  if  he  wished.  Mr.  H.  Evans,  who  was  the  next 
witness,  said  that  "  chemists  had  to  superintend  the  making 
of  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  charge,  and  surely  they 
could  sell  those  articles."  He  produced  catalogues  to  show 
what  was  usually  sold  by  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
pointed  out  that  doctors  prescribed  special  tooth-brushes 
and  tooth-powders.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  took  out  a  general- 
dealer's  licence  to  avoid  worry.  Mr.  Oliff,  in  his  speech  for 
the  defence,  submitted  that  the  words  "as  such"  in  the 
Act  meant  that  the  apothecary,  under  his  licence,  held  the 
rights  he  had  before  the  passing  of  the  Act.  It  was  difficult 
to  say  what  a  chemist  should  sell,  and  where  the  line  should 
be  drawn.  The  Magistrate,  in  giving  his  decision,  said  it 
was  difficult  to  ascertain  the  real  meaning  of  the  term 
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"  cheiuibi,  tor  mts  legislature  hud  made  no  definition.  He 
quoted  a  judgment  recently  delivered  in  a  similar  case  by 
Mr.  Justice  Kotze,  which  stated  : 

I  must  hold  that  chemists  cannot,  under  their  licence, 
sell  things  which  are  not  customarily  sold  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business  of  a  chemist,  and  that  if  the  chemist 
exposes  such  things  for  sale  then  he  is  guilty  of  a  contraven- 
tion of  the  law. 

He  (Mr.  De  Villiers)  was  quite  satisfied  that  the  Legis- 
lature at  the  time  the  Act  was  passed  clearly  intended  in 
the  words  "  as  such"  to  mean  that  chemists  should  carry 
on  business  as  they  had  carried  on  their  business  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act.  He,  therefore,  acquitted 
the  defendant.  Much  satisfaction  is  felt  among  chemists 
at  the  above  decision,  it  being  generally  felt  that  it  defines 
to  a  certain  extent  what  a  "  chemist's  licence  "  entitles  its 
holder  to  sell.  Our  representative  understands  that  the 
Treasury,  who  will  be  directly  affected  by  the  decision,  will 
most  probably  carry  the  matter  to  a  higher  court. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Customs  Conference. — The  Under-Colonial  Secre- 
tary has  olhcially  announced  that  the  forthcoming  Customs 
Cnion  Conference  will  meet  at  Pretoria  on  May  4,  and  sit 
until  Saturday,  May  9,  for  the  express  purpose  of  consider- 
ing and  deciding  upon  a  common  policy  with  regard  to  the 
renewal  of  the  South  African  Customs  Union.  The  Con- 
ference will  thereupon  be  adjourned  until  May  25  in  order 
that  the  Orange  River  Colony  Parliament  may  assemble  for 
the  purpose  of  dealing  with  matters  of  an  urgent  nature. 
The  experts  will  in  the  meantime  utilise  this  opportunity 
for  drawing  up  a  draft  tariff  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Conference  during  the  first  week  of  their  deliberations. 
The  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Conference  will  in  all  pro- 
bability last  for  a  period  of  fourteen  days. 

Transvaal. 

The  Opium  Traffic. — On  March  18,  at  Boksburg,  two 
Chinese  labourers  were  each  fined  10/.  (or  one  month's  hard 
labour  in  default)  for  being  in  illicit  possession  of  opium, 
and  a  storekeeper  was  fined  15/.  (with  the  option  of  six 
weeks'  hard  labour)  for  selling  1  lb.  of  opium  to  a  Chinese 
"  boy." 

Colonial  ano  jforcion  IRcws. 


Russian  Dispensers — The  Medical  Council  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior  has  consented  to  the  dispensers  and 
magisters  in  pharmacy  wearing  special  signs  on  their  breasts 
indicating  their  degrees.  The  question  was  raised  by  the 
Society  of  Military  and  Marine  Pharmacists. 

Hair-dyes  in  Cermany. — A  public  warning  has  been 
issued  by  the  Braunschweig  Landes-Medizinal-Kollegium, 
says  the  "  Apotheker  Zeitung,"  with  regard  to  hair-dyes 
containing  lead,  the  sale  of  which  is  forbidden  in  Germany. 
Among  the  hair-dyes  are  Allen's  World's  Hair  Restorer, 
the  Melrose  Favorite  Hair  Restorer,  Professor  Paul  Lind't 
Liquid  for  the  Hair,  and  Reiehert's  Hair  Balsam. 

Trade-marks  in  Austria-Hungary. — The  Board  of 
Trade  have  received,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  a  com- 
munication from  the  Hungarian  Patent  Office  to  the  effect 
that,  in  accordance  with  the  Commercial  Treaty  of  last 
year  between  Austria  and  Hungary,  any  foreign  firm  which 
has  registered  a  trade-mark  in  either  country  before 
January  1,  1903,  can  secure  by  registering  it  also  in  the 
«  ther  country  within  three  months  from  the  first  registra- 
tion ;  that  the  second  registration  shall  be  deemed  to  take 
effect  on  the  same  date  as  the  first.  From  January  1  last 
the  trade  marks  administration  of  the  two  countries  has 
been  conducted  independently. 

Secret  Remedies  in  Germany. — The  Government  Bill 
dealing  with  the  regulation  of  trade  in  secret  remedies  is 
coming  in  for  a  fair  share  of  criticism.  Professor  Rumpf . 
of  Bonn,  is  warmly  in  favour  of  the  proposed  restriction 
of  the  sale,  advertisement,  and  indiscriminate  recom- 
mendation of  such  proprietaries,  and  especially  does  he 
welcome  the  idea  of  an  Imperial  Board  of  Health.  Dr. 
Blaschko,  of  Berlin,  Secretary  of  the  Society  for  Combat- 
ing Diseases  of  the  Sexes,  gives  the  Bill  a  qualified 
approval.    He  thinks  the  contemplated  punishment  for 


any  public  announcement  of  preventives  is  unduly  severe. 
The  German  newspapers  point  out  that  the  whole  diffi- 
culty from  their  point  of  view  is  the  absence  of  a  defini- 
tion of  the  term  "secret  remedy." 

Commercial-travellers'  Samples  in  Germany. — An 
agreement  has  recently  been  concluded  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Germany  respecting  commercial-travellers' 
samples.  It  has  been  agreed  that  the  marks  of  identity 
(stamps,  seals,  or  leads)  placed  on  the  samples  in  question 
by  the  Customs  officials  of  the  one  country  at  the  time  of 
exportation  shall  be  recognised  by  the  Customs  officials  of 
the  other  country,  and  articles  provided  with  these  marks 
of  identity  shall  be  passed  as  patterns  and  be  exempted 
from  Customs  examination  on  importation,  except  so  far 
as  such  examination  may  be  necessary  as  a  means  of  deter- 
mining the  amount  of  duty  to  be  collected  on  the  samples 
in  the  country  of  import  if  they  are  not  re-exported  or  placed  j 
in  bond  within  the  period  provided  for  in  the  declaration 
signed  at  Berlin  on  April  1,  1369.  Similar  agreements  have 
been  concluded  with  the  Governments  of  Belgium,  Switzer- 
land, and  France. 

British  Trade-marks  in  China. — The  Shanghai  corre-  I 
spondent  of  the  "  Times,"  writing  on  the  piracy  of  British 
trade-marks  in  China,  states  that  apprehension  exists 
among  British  merchants  lest  the  convention  now  being 
negotiated  at  Tokio  between  England  and  Japan  for  thf  ; 
reciprocal  protection  of  trade-marks  in  China  should  be 
signed  without  consultation  with  British  merchants  in  ! 
China,  whose  interests  are  vitally  concerned,  and  an  en- 
deavour is  being  made  by  the  China  Association  to  delay  I 
signature.    Sir  Claude  Macdonald  declares  that  in  a  half-  i 
hour's  walk  in  Tokio  he  can  find  ten  to  twenty  imitated  I 
British  trade-marks,  and  believes  that  the  proposed  con- 
vention will  only  afford  in  China  protection  such  as  is  now  | 
given  in  Japan.    He  cites  various  illustrative  cases,  and 
makes  the  astonishing  suggestion  that  British  manufac- 
turers, whose  trade-marks  have  been  pirated  in  Japan,  and 
have  there,  owing  to  the  illusory  and  inadequate  protection 
afforded  by  the  Japanese  Patent  Office,  become  unassailable,  j 
should  allow  the  Japanese  to  retain  possession  and  start  ' 
entirely  new  trade-marks.

Adulterated  or  Misbranded  food  and  drugs  are  not  J 
allowed  entry  into  the  United  States,  although  the  im-  ! 
porters  declare  that  they  are  for  private  use,  and  not  for  i 
sale.    This  is  official  decision  88. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  of  Massachusetts  has  from  j 
time  to  time  declared  certain  patent  medicines  to  be  un- 
saleable in  the  State  by  reason  of  their  content  of  cocaine,  j 
A  list  of  eight  or  ten  such  preparations  was  published  some  j 
months    ago.     "  Quina   Laroche "    and    "Opal  Catarrh 
Powder  "  have  now  been  added  to  the  Index  Expurgatorius. 

Joining  Hands. — 'ihe  movement  to  popularise  the  United 
States   Pharmacopoeia   and   National   Formulary  among 
physicians  continues  to  be  a  subject  of  interest  in  America, 
and  scarcely  a  week  passes  but  the  druggists  of  some  large  . 
city  tender  a  banquet  to  the  local  physicians  in  order  that  , 
the  topic  may  be  discussed  over  w  ine  and  cigars.  _  In 
Greater  New  York  the  five  or  six  local  pharmaceutical 
societies,  always  more  or  less  at  loggerheads,  have  i'ormed.a  | 
joini  propaganda  committee  for  the  purpose  of  pushing  the 
movement  systematically.    A  dollar  will  be  collected  from 
every  one  of  the  1,500  druggists  in  the  city,  and  with  this 
money  in  hand  physicians  will  be  presented  with  samples 
and  literature  after  the  manner  of  manufacturers. 

What  is  "Experience?  "■ — Every  few  years  the  Minne- 
sota State  Legislature  passes  a  special  law  permitting  ■ 
druggists  to  become  licensed  without  examination  provid- 
ing they  have  had  a  certain  amount  of  drug-store  expen-  ) 
ence  and  have  lived  in  the  State  a  certain  number  of  years. 
The  last  Bill  of  the  kind  was  enacted  a  year  ago,  and  over  j 
five  hundred  druggists  took  advantage  of  it  immediately,  j 
The  Board  of  Pharmacy  cut  down  the  number  to  200  by  a  j 
strict  interpretation  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  "experi- 
ence," but  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  stepped  m  ; 
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and  carried  the  question  into  the  courts.  The  Supreme 
Court  has  now  finally  Jocided  that  the  law  is  constitutional 
and  there  is  consequently  nothing  to  do  but  to  register  the 
200  candidates. 


patent  flDcMdnes  in  Huetratta. 


ESSRS.  E.  GLOVER  (of  Beecham's  Tills)  and  J.  A. 
Kenningham  (of  Condy's  Fluid),  who  are  now  visiting 
Australia. on  behalf  of  the  Proprietary  Article  Section  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  had  an  interview  in 
Melbourne  on  March  10  with  Mr.  Austin  Chapman, 
Minister  of  Customs.  They  were  introduced  by  Mr.  Knox, 
M.H.R.,  who  explained  that  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce represents  6,000  members. 

Mr.  Glover,  in  stating  the  case  for  the  Chamber,  remarked 
that  the  Proprietary  Articles  Section  has  1£0  members,  and 
there  are  two- affiliated  societies,  altogether  300  of  the 
principal  manufacturers  of  proprietary  articles  being  repre- 
sented by. Mr.  Kenningham  and  himself.  He  explained 
that  meetings  had  been  held  in  London  to  consider  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Commonwealth  Legislature  to  modify  the 
section  of  the  Commerce  Act  dealing  with  the  importation 
of  proprietary  medicines  into  Australia.  A  misunderstand- 
ing had  arisen  in  Australia  in  regard  to  the  objections  of 
the  Chamber,  cabled  messages  seeming  to  imply  a  threat 
that  manufacturers  would  cease  to  advertise  in  Australia, 
but  Mr.  Glover  explained  that  there  was  no  threat  in  the 
matter.  The  manufacturers  could  not  disclose  their 
formula?,  because  this  would  mean  that  they  would  lose 
their  business  everywhere,  and  rather  than  risk  that  they 
would  prefer  to  drop  their  Australian  business.  Conse- 
quently there  would  bo  no  use  advertising  in  Australia  what 
they  could  not  sell  there.  That  was  all  their  intentions 
implied;  they  would  be  sorry  to  lose  Australian  business, 
but  the  alternative  was  more  serious  to  them.  Mr.  Glover 
then  explained  the  decisions  of  English  Courts  in  regard  to 
proprietary  rights,  these  being  to  the  effect  that  if  an 
article  is  sold  under  a  certain  name  the  manufacturer  loses 
his  trade-rights  if  the  formula  or  method  of  manufacture 
is  disclosed.  He  admitted  that  a  number  of  undesirable 
articles  exist  in  the  Australian  market.  He  had  no  objec- 
tion to  their  being  legislated  against,  and  stated  that  the 
proprietors  whom  he  represented  would  willingly  comply 
with  legislation  directed  to  the  disclosure  of  ingredients  in 
medicines  which  are  of  a  toxic,  dangerous,  or  undesirable 
eature.  For  example,  if  a  medicine  contains  a  large  amount 
of  alcohol  and  it  is  used  solely  for  its  alcoholic  effect,  its 
sale  ought,  in  his  opinion,  to  be  regulated  in  some  manner. 
A  certain  American  article  was  of  that  nature,  and  this 
gave  him  the  opportunity  of  stating  that  the  cause  of  the 
whole  trouble  is  not  British,  but  foreign.  He  thought  it  a 
pity  that  British  firms  should  be  made  to  suffer  lor  the 
wrong-doing  of  others.  He  then  explained  to  Mr.  Chapman 
what  the  United  States  have  done  in  the  Pure  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  to  regulate  such  medicines  as  those  to  which  he 
referred.  He  considered  it  to  be  unnecessary  to  legislate 
againsH'rauds,  for  they  would  soon  kill  themselves.  Let 
no  medicine,  he  said,  be  sold  unless  the  permission  of  one 
of  the  Departments  is  obtained,  and  he  mentioned  that  in 
England  there  is  a  remedy  against  fraudulent  cures,  and 
one  man  recently  had  been  prosecuted  and  convicted. 

Mr.  Chapman  here  remarked  that  it  was  much  better 
to  stop  the  things  from  coming  in  altogether. 

Mr.  Glover  said  it  had  been  suggested  that  they  were 
afraid  to  proclaim  their  formulae  because  they  were  not 
good.  To  that  he  replied  that  the  existence  of  these  things 
on  the  market  for  so  long  proved  that  they  were  good 
formulae,  and  this  created  a  greater  need  why  they  should 
carefully  guard  them.  They  were  the  medicines  cf  the 
masses,  and  he  thought  it  cruel  to  take  them  p.way  from 
them.  The  big  Melbourne  houses  were  all  with  them  in 
their  proposals. 

Mr.  Kenningham  also  addressed  the  Minister,  stating 
that  the  Australian  idea  is  the  protection  of  the  welfare 
of  the  people.  A  good  deal  of  the  dissatisfaction  arose  from 
Jf™  foreign  medicines  which  were  on  the  market.  But 
the  deputation  represented  clean  British  proprietors.  Their 
whole  goodwill  and  whole  business  were  their  formula;, 
and  if  they  once  gave  their  formulae  away  it  was  open  to 


anyone  to  make  their  articles  and  sell  them  under  the  name 
they  had  given  them. 

Mr.  Glover  added  that  certain  firms  had  registered  trade- 
marks in  Australia  for  many  years,  and  it  seemed  remark- 
able that  a  Bill  should  be  passed  which  would  destroy  all 
the  trade-mark  rights. 

Mr.  Chapman,  in  reply,  said  that  he  would  give  careful 
consideration  to  the  representations  made  by  the  deputa- 
tion. Any  legislation  which  was  passed  would  be  of  a 
reasonable  character.  They  had  said  in  reference  to  these 
medicines  that  there  were  black  sheep,  and  the  difficulty 
was  to  discover  the  black  sheep.  The  more  they  probed 
into  these  importations  from  all  over  the  world,  the 
more  black  sheep  they  discovered.  They  had  passed  the 
stage  when  they  would  rely  on  the  sworn  statements  of 
importers,  and  they  submitted  the  articles  to  their  analyst. 
He  recognised  that'  many  of  these  were  medicines  for  the 
masses,  and  his  duty  was  to  protect  the  masses.  What  the 
deputation  urged  was  that  the  Government  should  be 
moderate.  In  the  first  place,  everybody  agreed  that  where 
medicines  were  injurious  it  was  the  bounden  duty  of  the 
Government  to  stop  them.  When  people  were  buying  stuff 
sold  to  them  as  a  cure-all,  surely  the  duty  of  the  Govern- 
ment was  to  do  something  to  protect  them.  He  knew  of  a 
drink-cure  which,  when  analysed,  was  found  to  contain 
nine  parts  of  sugar  and  one  part  of  salt.  He  thought  the 
Government  was  on  the  right  track.  He  would  go  very 
carefully  into  the  statements  regarding  the  formulae  being 
made  known.  Certain  powers  were  proposed  to  be  taken  in 
the  new  Act  which  would  enable  the  Government  to  give 
every  consideration  to  the  manufacturer.  In  the  case  of  a 
medicine  which  was  likely  to  do  some  good,  they  had  the 
right  to  preserve  the  formula  and  not  to  make  it  public. 
The  Bill  provided  that  now.  Under  the  new  Act  power 
would  be  given  to  the  Governor  in  Council  to  permit  the 
formula  of  any  particular  proprietary  article  to  remain 
undisclosed. 

The  deputation,  having  thanked  Mr.  Chapman,  thjn  with- 
drew.

Impokt-dute  on  Spirit. — The  Japanese  Government  has 
introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  a  Bill  to  amend 
the  import -tariff  on  alcohol  and  drugs  containing  alcohol, 
in  order  to  adjust  the  increase  of  tax  on  sake  in  Japan. 
The  proposed  rates  are  as  follows.  :  Alcohol.  0.73  yen  per 
litre,  and  drugs  containing  alcohol  (excluding  tinct.  opii), 
0.73  yen  per  litre. 

All  in  Embryo. — A  Pasteur  Institute  for  Burma  is  now 
assured,  but  some  time  will  elapse  before  the  work  can  be 
started. — The  Tata  Institute  building  at  Bangalore  will  be 
begun  immediately,  as  funds  are  now  available.  Dr. 
Travers,  the  Director  of  the  Institute,  is  of  opinion  that 
India  offers  no  field  for  research,  so  the  Institute  will  be 
known  as  the  Indian  Institute  of  Science. — Sanction  has  at 
length  been  obtained  for  the  building  of  a  laboratory 
for  the  chemical  analyst  in  £ind,  an  appointment  made 
nearly  two  years  ago. 

A  Prosperous  Concern. — The  report  of  the  directors  of 
the  Federal  Dispensary,  Ltd.,  of  Kuala  Lumpur,  Federated 
Malay  States,  shows  that  the  net  profit  last  year  was 
$18,855.29.  Adding  $3,964.40  brought  forward  from  last 
year,  there  was  $22,820.69  for  disposal,  and  with  this  the 
directors  are  to  pay  a  dividend  of  15  per  cent,  on  the  paid- 
up  capital  (absorbing  $10,500).  add  $5,000  to  the  reserve 
fund  and  write  $5,000  off  goodwill,  give  a  bonus  of  $1,000  to 
the  manager  (Mr.  F.  Vavasour  Ging,  pharmaceutical 
chemist),  and  a  bonus  of  $300  to  Mr.  H.  L.  Johnston, 
assistant  manager,  set  aside  $200  for  directors'  fees,  and 
carry  forward  the  balance  of  $820.69  to  next  account.  The 
premises  of  the  company  have  been  extended  during  the 
year  and  electric  light  installed.  It  was  also  found  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  staff,  which  now  consists  of  three 
qualified  chemists  (Europeans)  and  other  fourteen  assistants. 
As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  turnover  in  1907 
shows  an  increase  of  20  per  cent. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

A  Price-cutting  Case. 
Before  Mr.  Justice  Eve,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  on 
\pril  10  Mr.  Lawrence.  K.C..  again  mentioned  the  case  of 
Nugget  Polish  Co..  Ltd..  v.  Williamson  &  Son,  Ltd.,  m 
which  he  had  a  motion  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  underselling  their  41,(1.  tins.  He  was 
informed  that  the  defendants  did  not  claim  any  right  to 
undersell,  and  were  willing  to  give  a  perpetual  undertaking 
in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion.  The  motion  would  be 
treated  as  trial  of  the  action,  and  plaintiffs  would  not  ask 
for  costs,  as  defendants  were  good  customers  of  theirs.— 
Mr  Whinney,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  assented.  He 
said  his  clients  had  bought  a  job-line,  and  it  was  quite  an 
accident  that  they  were  undersold. 

"  Vitaline"  and  "Vitalis"  Trade-marks. 
Before  Mr.  Justice  Eve,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
April  10,  Mr.  .Sebastian  moved,  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Tipper 
&  Sons,  to  rectify  the  register  of  trade  marks,  cither ^by 
restricting  the  goods  to  which  the  trade-mark  "  Vitaline"— 
registered" by  Messrs.  Dussek  Bros.  &  Co.— applied,  to  dis- 
infectant and  antiseptic  washes,  or  by  excluding  veterinary 
medicines  from  the  goods  to  which  it  applied.  The  ap- 
plicants were  the  owners  of  a  trade-mark  called  "  Vitalis" 
for  veterinary  medicines. 

Mr.  Austen  Cartmell,  for  the  respondents,  said  they 
assented  to  the  registration  of  their  mark  being  limited  in 
cither  way  the  applicants  preferred,  either  by  limiting  it  to 
the  particular  preparation,  which  was  for  external  use  on 
horses,  or  by  excluding  from  the  registration  preparations 
for  internal  doctoring  of  horses.  It  was  a  disinfectant  and 
antiseptic  wash  for  horses'  legs.  He  understood  the  appli- 
cants preferred  the  first  alternative. 

Mr.  Sebastian  assented.  He  said  the  applicants  had  been 
using  the  word  "  Vitalis  "  for  thirty  years  for  veterinary 
medicines  and  were  seeking  to  register  it  in  Class  2  of 
veterinary  medicines.  They  communicated  with  the  re- 
spondents, who  refused  to  consent  to  the  proposed  restric- 
tion of  their  own  mai  n. 

His  Lordship  made  the  order  rectifying  the  register, 
with  costs. 

Friederichs  v.  Hopkin  &  Williams. 
Mr.  Justice  Lawrance  and  a  special  jury  on  April  10  re- 
sumed the  hearing  of  this  action,  m  which  1)".  Franz 
Friederichs  claimed  damages  for  alleged  wrongful  dis- 
missal. (See  V.  &  /).,  April  11,  p.  554.)  The  plaintiff  had 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  defendants  by  which  he 
was  to  come  to  this  country  and  assist  them  in  the  produc- 
tion of  thorium  nitrate.  He  alleged  that  the  defendants, 
having  learnt  his  secret  process,  improperly  put  an  end  to 
the  agreement,  and  are  now  manufacturing  the  product  by 
his  process. 

Mr.  Pollock,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  stated  that  the 
agreement  was  made  on  certain  conditions,  which  were  not 
fulfilled.  It  war;  true  that  they  wanted  the  services  of  a 
competent  chemist,  who  would  be  able  to  adapt  his  know- 
ledge and  skill  to  the  difficulties  that  might  arise,  but  they 
did  not  admit  that  there  was  any  secret  process  or  anything 
involving  personal  property.  They  had  retained  the 
plaintiff's  services  for  a  tin  e  before  the  agreement  was 
entered  into  at  a  remuneration  of  fifty  guineas  a  month  in 
order  that  lie  might  give  them  a  specification  of  the  plant 
that  was  requisite  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  production, 
and  he  gave  it  them.  He  was  also  to  supervise  the  purchase 
of  the  materials  and  see  that  the  apparatus  was  manufac- 
tured in  the  proper  way.  The  defendants  put  down  the 
plant  as  the  plaintiff  required,  and  spent  what  he  asked 
them  to  spend,  and  did  not  suggest  a  single  alteration. 
The  plaintiff  admitted  that  though  there  were  impurities, 
the  sand  supplied  was  of  fair  average  quality,  and  said  he 
would  be  able  to  produce  60  kilos,  a  day  at  a  cost  of  10.-;. 
for  labour  and  chemicals.  From  June  1,  1906,  to  May  31. 
1907,  the  thorium  produced  cost  19^.  bd.  instead  of  10-s., 
and  only  1,953  kilos,  was  produced  altogether.  Dr. 
Friederichs  expected  to  obtain  1J  kilos,  of  nitrate  from  each 


kilo,  of  sand,  but  he  never  succeeded  in  obtaining  anything 
more  than  0.83  kilo.  The  plant  was  put  down  and  the 
p  aintift  came  over  in  September  1905  and  made  no  com 
plaint  about  it.  Difficulties  might  be  expected  to  arise  in  a 
new  factory,  but  the  plaintiff  was  there  in  command  and 
was  second  to  none.  He  was  given  a  free  hand  and  had 
absolute  control.  In  the  following  January  they  asked 
him  for  a  scale  of  cost  based  upon  various  prices  paid'  for 
the  sand,  and  he  gave  it  them.  If  he  had  complained  of  the 
matters  ot  which  he  complained  now,  and  said  he  was  unable 
to  fulfil  the  conditions  he  had  given  in  the  previous  estimate 
of  October  1904,  that  would  have  been  a  perfectly  proper 
and  legitimate  answer,  but  he  did  not  do  so.  He  now  com- 
plained of  the  presence  of  lignite  in  the  sand,  but  one  ex- 
pected to  find  that,  and  it  was  easily  eliminated  by  a  very- 
simple  chemical  process,  and  any  chemist  with  ordinary- 
knowledge  would  know  at  once  what  to  do.  The  plaintiff 
was  in  command  of  the  situation  and  had  a  run  from  June 
till  October.  He  made  certain  requisitions,  which  were  com- 
plied with,  and  in  December  he  tabulated  certain. com- 
plaints, but  said  nothing  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  boiler, 
though  he  wanted  increased  pressure.  They  got  him  a 
pressure  of  75  lb.  They  took  in  hand  all  the  three  things 
of  which  he  complained,  and  there  would  have  been  no 
objection  to  complying  with  a  fourth  if  there  had  been  one. 
In  eighteen  working  days  in  February — eliminating  days 
on  which  there  was  difficulty  with  the  distilled  water  and 
the  steam  was  cut  off — the  daily  output  was  5.4  kilos.,  and 
in  March  it  was  only  9.13.  The  plaintiff,  after  two  years, 
had  entirely  failed  to  comply  with  the  conditions  laid 
down  in  the  agreement,  and  they  were  absolutely  justified 
in  putting  an  end  to  it.  There  were  several  processes,  all 
simple,  for  making  thorium  nitrate,  and  they  did  not  want 
the  plaintiff's  recipe,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  they  had  not 
followed  it ;  but  with  this  very  plant  and  with  a  pressure 
of  some  30  lb.  of  steam  and  the  exercise  of  a  little  common- 
sense,  they  had  been  able  to  overcome  the  difficulties  and 
to  get  a  liquor  which  the  plaintiff  could  not  get.  Dr. 
Friederichs'  recipe  was  not  a  success  during  the  time  it  was 
worked,  and  they  would  have  been  better  without  it. 

Mr.  David  Howard,  Chairman  of  directors  of  the  de- 
fendant company  and  of  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  chemical 
manufacturers,  said  that  since  the  plaintiff  left  their  service 
they  had  been  re-treating  the  thorium  which  the  plaintiff 
had  made  with  the  view  to  making  it  a  commercially 
saleable  article,  and  were  turning  out  25  to  30  kilos,  a  day. 
The  manufacture  by  the  plaintiff  was  a  source  of  con- 
siderable loss,  and  they  could  sell  none  of  the  stuff  that  he 
made.  It  was  absolutely  untrue  that  they  got  rid  of  the 
plaintiff  in  order  that  they  might  work  his  process  them- 
selves. 

In  your  view  is  he  a  competent  chemist? — No;  I  dont 
think' he  is — not  foir  the  manufacture  of  thorium. 

Mr.  Edmund  White,  B.Sc,  secretary  of  the  defendant 
company,  also  gave  evidence.  He  stated  that  they  continued 
plaintiff's  process  with  some  slight  modifications.  The 
success  of  the  .process  depended  on  an  operation  that  the 
plaintiff  did  not  know.  In  cross-examination,  witness 
would  not  say  that  the  plaintiff's  services  had  been  worth- 
less, but  his  process  is  not  a  secret  one.  It  is  used  by  two 
firms  on  the  Continent.  The  process  the  defendants  now 
emnloy  is  secret,  and  he  would  not  disclose  it. 

After  Counsel  and  his  Lordship  had  addressed  the  jury  on 
Tuesday,  April  14,  they  retired,  and  on  resuming  late  in 
the  afternoon  they  gave  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  with 
damages  500/. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  Machine  to  Make  Fly-papers. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  April  9,  before  Mr.  Tyrrell 
Paine  (Deputy  Judge).  Mr.  Kurt  Keitel,  Croydon,  sued 
Messrs.  Joseph  Armfield  &  Co.,  engineers,  20  Mark  Lane, 
for  79/.  16s.  6(1.  damages  for  breach  of  contract,  lne 
plaintiff  invented  a  machine  to  produce  fly-catching  papers, 
which  not  only  printed  an  advertisement  on  the  paper,  and 
made  a  border  of  resin,  but  put  on  the  sticky  material  in 
one  operation.  Defendants  were  employed  to  make  the 
machine  from  plaintiff's  drawings,  and  plaintiff  said  the} 
had  done  it  badly.  On  the  other  hand,  defendants  said 
they  had  followed  plaintiff's  instructions  very  carefully, 
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and  some  of  the  sticky  paper  was  produced  for  examina- 
tion by  the  Deputy  Judge.  A  little  while  after  the  Deputy 
Judge  found  that  it  had  become  very  much  entangled  with 
the  rest  of  the  papers  in  the  case  on  the  bench.  The  papers 
were  ultimately  separated  with  difficulty,  the  Deputy 
Judge  saying  that  he  had  got  into  a  sad  plight.  Plaintiff 
said  that  the  machine  would  have  turned  out  per  hour  a 
sufficient  number  of  fly-papers  to  have  sold  for  11.  He 
was  under  examination  when  the  hearing  was  adjourned 
The  case  will  probably  last  some  days. 

Money  Lenders'  Interest. 
In  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  Wednesday,  April  15 
the_  case  of  Cox  v.  Jones  came  up  for  judgment  The 
plaintiff  was  a  money-lender,  and  the  defendant,  Mr  C  A 
Jones,  a  chemist  and  druggist,  trading  as  Mitchell  &  Co' 
at  Victoria  Dock  Road,  London,  E.  The  action  was  for 
}\ r  .  ,f  ?n  a  P10mlS£or.y  note,  as  reported  in  the 
€.  &  D  March  28,  p.  477.  Defendant  had  borrowed  10/ 
in  October  1905,  and  after  several  renewals  of  the  loan 
had,  at  the  time  of  the  action,  repaid  41/.  10*  Judoe  Edge 
had  reserved  his  decision  in  order  that  he  might  have  the 
opportunity  of  looking  up  recent  High  Court  decisions  on 
money-lending  transactions.  His  Honour  now  stated  that 
he  had  consulted  his  learned  colleague  Judge  Bray  in  finding 
some  rule  to  guide  them  in  saying  in  future  cases  what  is  an 
excessive  and  extortionate  amount  of  interest  for  money- 
fenders  to  charge,  especially  what  interest  charged  for 
money  lent  could  be  described  as  unreasonable,  excessive 
and  unconscionable.  Under  the  Pawnbrokers  Act  interest 
is  limited  to  20  per  cent,  per  annum,  but  there  full  security 
is  given.  In  such  cases  as  the  present  he  and  his  learned 
colleague  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  and  where  the  security  given  is  reasonable, 
oU  to  60  per  cent,  interest  per  annum  is  ample  and  sufficient 
to  allow  the  money-lender.  Of  course,  they  would  in  future 
cases  have  to  take  all  the  circumstances  into  consideration 
before  they  would  be  able  to  say  that  the  interest  charged 
Oy  a  money-lender  is  unconscionable  and  excessive.  Having 
related  the  conditions  under  which  Mr.  Jones  obtained  the 
loan  in  the  case  under  notice,  Judge  Edge  said  that,  assuming 
that  it  had  been  arranged  on  the  basis  that  it  was  to  be 
repaid  in  full  at  the  end  of  twenty  weeks,  without  regard  to 
the  weekly  instalments,  the  interest  charged  would  have 
worked  out  at  107£  per  cent.  But  if  it  were  taken  into 
account  that  the  repayment  of  10s.  per  week  were  made  for 
ten  weeks,  and  that  the  money  thus  repaid  enabled  the 
Lender  to  reinvest  it,  it  would  be  found  that  the  interest 
worked  out  at  150  per  cent.  That  he  regarded  as  an 
excessive  rate  The  security  given  by  Mr.  Jones  was  of  a 
•-naracter  that  would  have  prevented  him  disposing  of  his 
business  without  the  money-lender's  knowledge.  Then

was  one  in  which  the  money-lender  was  not  running  any 
excessive  risk.

When  he  took  the  East  Grin- 
stead business  he  understood  there  was  a  yearly  profit  of 
1,000/.,  but  the  result  of  the  first  year's  trading  showed  only 
a  profit  of  630/.  Debtor  admitted  that  there  was  an  over- 
draft at  the  bank  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  511/.,  and  that 
if  he  had  looked  into  his  affairs  then  he  would  have  found 
that  he  could  not  have  carried  on.  When  the  company  was 
formed  the  overdraft  was  guaranteed  and  also  another'500/., 
but  directly  the  company  was  formed  the  overdraft  was  in- 
f-eased.  He  understood  at  first  that  the  company  took  over 
the  overdraft^ but  he  afterwards  found  that  was  not  the  case.

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Jennings,  pharma- 
ceutist to  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  London,  S.W.,  a  visit 
wns  paid  on  April  8  to  the  dispensary  of  that  institution. 
Before  the  tour  of  inspection  was  commenced  the  party  was- 
entertained  to  coffee  and  refreshments,  and  in  a  few  words 
of  welcome  Mr.  Jennings  referred  to  the  history  of  the 
hospital  and  drew  attention  to  a  very  interesting  model  of 
tho  old  hospital  buildings  which,  prior  to  1862,  stood  in- 
St.  Thomas  Street,  Southwark.    Proceeding  to  the  dis- 
pensary, the  general  arrangements  for  dealing  with  between 
500  and  600  out-patients'  prescriptions  per  diem  were  ex- 
plained.    Many  of  the  chemicals  and  salts  in  frequent  ; 
demand  are  kept  in  the  form  of  solutions  of  definite  j 
strength,  and  duplicate  sets  of  these  are  provided  for  each 
window,  at  which  two  assistants  work.    The  stock  mixtures 
are  contained  in  large  white  earthenware  jars,  the  capacity  ' 
of  which  indicated  to  some  extent  the  vast  amount  of  physic 
which  must  be  dispensed  in  the  course  of  each  day.  The 
greatest  amount  of  interest  was  centred  in  the  manufacturing 
laboratory,  which  is  situated  beneath  the  dispensary,  and 
here  the  visitors  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  many 
pharmaceutical  operations  in  progress.    A  Colton  tablet- 
machine     was    turning    out    troch.     krameriae  B.P., 
while   alongside   an   emulsion  of   cod-liver  oil  was  in  ' 
process  of  manufacture.     The  finished  product,  which  ! 
contained  50  per  cent,  of  oil,  was  distinctly  elegant  in 
appearance;  the  emulsifying  agent  used  was  a  mucilage  of 
Irish  moss.     A  disintegrator  for  powdering  refractory 
drugs  such  as  senega  was  also  at  work  alongside  an  aerated- 
water  syphon-filling  machine.    Mechanical  mixers,  sifters, 
pill-machines,  hydraulic  tincture-press,  etc.,  were  shown, 
and  the  recovery  of  spirit  from  an  exhausted  tincture-marc  ' 
was  demonstrated,  3  pints  of  spirit  being  obtained  from  an 
8-lb.  marc  by  the  latter  means.  During  the  inspection  of  the 
laboratory  Mr.  Jennings  and  his  assistants,  Messrs.  A.  J. 
Gibbons  and  H.  Rodwell,  were  fully  occupied  in  answering  i 
the  many  and  various  questions  put  to  them.    Before  the  | 
visitors  dispersed  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr. 
Jennings,  on  the  proposal  of  the  President,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Northey.

addition  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  to  infusion  of  bearberry 
immediately  produces  a  distinct  coloration  suggestive  of 
free  bromine,  and  when  shaken  up  with  chloroform  the 
latter  on  separation  was  yellow,  as  if  coloured  with  bromine. 
This  is  due  to  oxidation  of  the  gallotannic  acid  of  the- 
uva  ursi.

o  More  Concessions 

are  to  be  offered.  So  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  assured  the  London 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  members  of  Parliament 
assembled  at  their  dinner  last  week.  We  have  heard  these 
heroic  declarations  before,  and  they  "have  not  infrequently 
immediately  heralded  a  new  strategic  movement  backwards. 
This  time,  however,  the  rallying  cry  can  scarcely  fail  to  be 
earnest  and  final,  for  the  simple  reason  that  there  is  no- 
thing now  left  to  concede.  Wo  are  in  our  last  ditch,  and 
if  we  abandoi:  that  only  the  wide  world  is  open  to  ns.  Our 
title  and  the  integrity  of  our  poison  trade  are.  as  the 
Cardinal  said,  all  we  now  dare  call  our  own;  and  some  of 
us  have  not  much  hope  of  calling  them  ours  for  long.  But 
the  more  forlorn  the  hope  the  more  inspiring  is  the  fight, 
and-  it  is  good  to  see  Mr.  Idris  with  his  back  to  the  wall 
gallantly  defying  Lords  and  Commons,  and  Mr.  Almeric 
LutzRoy  in  the  bargain,  and  drilling  hopeful  M.P.s  for  the 
struggle  which  he  anticipates,  after  the  Joint  Committee. 

This  Joint  Committee 

is  a  rather  undefined  sort  of  creation. 
It  does  not  supersede  any  other  stage  of  a  Bill,  though  the 
Lords  may,  if  they  think  fit,  dispense  with  their  own  Com- 
mittee on  a  Bill  which  has  been  considered  by  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee, or  indeed  on  any  "other  Bill.  Sir  Erskine  May 
mentions  Joint  Committees  as  a  rather  recent  revival  of  an 
old  resort.  None  were  appointed  between  the  years  1695 
and  1864.  In  the  latter  year,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Milner 
Gibson,  both  Houses  agreed  to  a  Joint  Committee  to  con- 
sider the  railway  schemes  of  that  Session.  Many  of  the 
Joint  Committees  appointed  since  have  been  on  private 
Bills,  and  none  of  them  have  had  before  them  Bills  of  the 
first  importance.  The  device  seems  a  good  one,  presuming 
that  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  are  only  influenced 
by  the  desire  to  get  a  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
which  the  Bill  they  have  to  consider  is  to  affect ;  but  from 
our  point  of  view  there  is  the  inevitable  danger  that  average 
members  of  Parliament  will  be  indisposed  to  combat  a  con- 
clusion arrived  at  by  the  Joint  Committee  after  hearing 
evidence.  There  may  be  a  surprise  in  store,  but  the  general 
opinion  appears  to  be  that  the  Committee  will  report  in 
favour  of  poison  licences.  On 

The  Titles  Question 

their  decision  is  more  doubtful.  We, 
who  are  directly  interested,  may  not  be  capable  of  judging 
this  dispute  without  bias,  but  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  Par- 
liament can  reject  this  claim  of  ours  without  stultifying  the 
policy  which  it  has  deliberately  adopted  through  the  past 
half-century.  Mere  trade  monopolies  had  long  since  been 
londemned,  but  the  protection  of  the  practice  of  certain 
professions,  after  qualification,  was  not  objected  to — as,  for 
example,  in  the  cases  of  attorneys  and  apothecaries.  So 
far  as  I  recollect,  the  new  policy  of  protecting  titles  only, 
as  distinct  from  protecting  the  art  and  mystery  itself,  began 
with  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852.  It  is  on  record  that  Jacob 
Bell  was  keenly  disappointed  with  that  Act.  He  had  hoped 
to  get  some  part  of  the  trade  of  a  pharmacist  protected ; 
all  he  got  was  the  restriction  to  examined  persons  of  the 
title  "  pharmaceutical  chemist "  and  its  analogues.  The 
Legislature  was  apparently  pleased  with  its  work.  Just 
the  same  kind  of  protection  was  accorded  in  1858  to  medical 
titles;  in  1868  "chemist  and  druggist"  was  in  like  manner 
reserved  ;  in  1878  the  designation  of  "  dentist,"  in  1880  that 
of  "chartered  accountant,"  and  in  1881  that  of"  veterinary 


surgeon  "  were  similarly  treated.  Midwives,  nurses,  regis- 
tered plumbers,  and  other  descriptions  indicating  a  certain 
guarantee  of  competence,  have  either  arrived  or  are  on  the 
way.  This,  then,  is  the  principle  of  modern  legislation  in>' 
regard  to  skilled  trades  and  professions  :  to  leave  the  prac- 
tice unfettered  (with  certain  exceptions,  such  as  legal' 
practice  and  the  sale  of  poisons),  but  to  afford  the  publi< 
the  opportunity  of  ensuring  service  of  a  tested  degree  of 
qualification.  Unless  the  whole  system  is  wrong  why  should 
this  guarantee  be  withdrawn  in  the  case  of  chemists  and 
druggists  only?  If  this  review  is  correct,  it  is  clear  that 
Parliament  never  intended  to  prohibit  the  practice  of  the 
occupations  named  by  unregistered  persons.  Most  of  us. 
recognise  this  intention ;  but 

Dentists  and  Veterinary  Surgeons 

have    persistently  sought 
to  use  their  statutes  for  the  purpose  of  securing  from  them 
more  monopoly  of  practice  than  they  were  meant  to  give, 
and,  as  I  think,  they  have  been  too  successful.    The  week 
before  last  the  British  Dental  Association  got  from  Mr. 
Plowden  at  Marylebone  Police  Court  a  decision  affirming 
that  the  announcement  "painless  extractions"  was  an  in- 
fringement of  the  Act.    Mr.  Plowden  held  that  this  expres- 
sion indicated  a  very  high  degree  of  skill  and  implied 
"special  qualification"  within  the  meaning  of  the  section." 
This  decision,  it  is  understood,  is  to  be  challenged  in  the 
High  Court,  and  we  shall  then  know  whether  a  person  maj 
not  be  very  skilful,  and  even  say  that  he  is,  and  yet  not 
be  specially  (specifically)  qualified  for  purposes  of  regis 
tration.    Last  week  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  cordially,  and 
two  other  judges  reluctantly,  declared  that  the  use  of  the 
description  "canine  specialist"  implied  the  special  qualifi- 
cation which  it  is  penal  to  suggest.    The  Veterinary  Sur- 
geons Act  expressly  recognises  unqualified  practitioners 
when  it  states  its  object  to  be  to  enable  the  public  "  to  dis 
tinguish  between  qualified  and  unqualified  practitioners", 
but  in  its  17th  Section  language  is  used  which,  strictly  ' 
interpreted,  prohibits  unqualified  persons  from  describing: 
themselves  in  any  way  as  practising  veterinary  surgery  oi 
any  branch  thereof.    If  the  Royal  Veterinary  College  should 
ever  be  so  unwise  as  to  submit  to  Parliament  the  astonishing 
Bill  they  have  drafted,  the  opportunity  should  be  used  tc  - 
get  the  language  of  the  existing  Section  17  rectified. 

A  .£500  Licence 

to  permit  any  unqualified  person  to  treat 
disease  by  drugs  or  otherwise  is  seriously  .advocated  in  a 
leading  article  in  last  week's  "Lancet."  That  authority 
has  not  much  hope  that  unqualified  practice  and  quack- 
medicines  will  be  suppressed  by  law  in  this  country,  and 
this  licence  scheme  is  suggested  as  the  best  alternative.  It 
appears  that  the  same  journal  has  published  this  proposal 
before,  and  now  seems  rather  surprised  that  such  a  simple  . 
and  profitable  remedy  has  not  yet  been  adopted.  Antici- 
pating the  objection  that  a  licence  would  be  equivalent  to 
the  State  agreeing  to  share  the  ill-gotten  gains  of  a  nefarious 
business,  the  "  Lancet"  points  out  that  brewers,  publicans, 
and  tobacconists  have  to  pay  for  a  licence  now,  and  that  the- 
State  does  not  guarantee  the  purity  of  the  articles  they  sell 
by  thus  taxing  them.  But  this  argument  is  hardly  sufficient . 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  forward  brigade  in  the 
medical  profession,  and  of  medical  journalists  generally, 
prescribing  chemists  and  quack-medicine  makers  should  be- 
classified  with  burglars  and  forgers  rather  than  with  brewers 
and  publicans,  and  licences  to  them  would  be  more  like  the-' 
Indulgences  which  roused  the  indignation  of  Luther — 
official  permissions..to  do  evil — than. amere  tax,  on  a  necessary 
•though  in  some  respects  a  dangerous  Business.  '  '

Editorial  Comments. 


Cabinet  Changes. 

The  proverbial  swopping  of  horses  when  crossing  the 
stream  has  happened  in  political  pharmacy  this  week,  the 
Earl  of  Crewe  having  vacated  his  position  as  Lord  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  to  take  the  portfolio  of  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies.  He  is  succeeded  in  the  Presidency 
by  Lord  Tweedmouth.  It  would  be  agreeable  to  assume 
that  the  change  may  have  some  influence  on  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  which  the  Earl  of  Crewe  has  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Lords  on  two  occasions,  this  year  with 
apparent  determination  to  carry  it  through,  but  that  would 
be  the  veriest  presumption.  The  Bill  is  a  Departmental 
measure,  and  it  is  on  occasions  such  as  this  that  British 
electors  realise  that  representative  government  is  not  alone 
the  controlling  element  in  our  legislation.  Governments 
come  and  Governments  go,  but  the  Departments  remain, 
carrying  on  State  business  and  formulating  legislation  in- 
dependent of  party,  with  the  responsible  Ministers  to 
give  public  semblance  of  Government  authority.  The 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  the  offspring  of  permanent 
officials  of  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
acting  in  what  they  consider  to  be  public  interests,  but 
with  a  degree  of  animosity  to  a  legally  constituted  class 
which  is  not  having  fair  play  in  the  inquiry.  So  the  change 
from  Lord  Crewe  to  Lord  Tweedmouth  is  not  significant 
of  much.  Moreover,  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  remains  at  the 
Home  Office,  and  should  the  Bill  again  reach  the  House 
of  Commons  he  will,  presumably,  resume  his  charge  of  it. 
The  other  Cabinet  changes  are  interesting,  but  not  directly 
so  to  chemists.  Mr.  Lloyd-George's  success  as  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  entitles  him  to  his  elevation  to  the 
Chancellorship  of  the  Exchequer— a  solicitor  thus  succeed- 
ing a  barrister  in  that  capacity.  His  last  act  at  the  Board 
of  Trade  was  to  appoint  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Sir 
Robert  Giffen,  K.C.B.,  F.R.S.  (Chairman),  Mr.  Henry 
Birchenough,  C.M.G.,  Mr.  Richard  F.  Crawford,  Mr. 
Wynnard  Hooper,  and  Mr.  George  J.  Stanley,  C.M.G.,  to 
consider  and  report  how  far  any  change  is  desirable  in  the 
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form  in  which  the  trade  accounts  of  the  United  Kingdom 
are  published  as  regards  the  countries  from  which  imports 
!    are  received  and  to  which  exports  are  sent.    Mr.  F.  W. 
Perrett,  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  will  act  as  Secretary  to  the 
Committee.    This  should  be  a  useful  inquiry,  and  Mr. 
Winston  Churchill,  the  new  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  may  be  called  upon  to  give  effect  to  the  Committee's 
i    recommendations.    Another  change  of  some  significance  is 
Mr.  Walter  Runciman's  succession  to  the  Presidency  of  the 
Board  of  Education  in  place  of  Mr.  Reginald  McKenna, 
who  succeeds  Lord  Tweedmouth  as  First  Lord  of  the  Ad- 
miralty.  Here,  again,  we  see  representative  government  in 
another  aspect;   Mr.  McKenna  had  made  impossible  his 
control  of  a  permanent  Department  whose  work  is  of  the 
highest  importance  to  the  community.    If  Mr.  Runciman 
settles  the  education  controversy,  and  establishes  a  sounder 
basis  of  uniformity  for  elementary  education  in  England, 
we  may  secure  better  results  from  secondary  and  technical 
education.    The  elevation  of  Mr.  John  Morley  and  Sir 
[   Henry  Fowler  to  the  House  of  Lords  is  an  indication  of  the 
permanency  of  the  Second  Chamber  in  our  Legislature. 
We  may  recall  that  Mr.  Morley  was  sympathetic  to  Forf  ar- 
!  shire  chemists  when  they  approached  him  about  pharmacy 
legislation.    Mr.  Asquith  completed  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Ministry  on  Monday.     Mr.   Thomas  Lough,  who 
was  on  more  than  one  occasion  sponsor  of   the  late 
Pharmacy    Bill,    has    quitted    his    office    as  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Education,   and  is  to   be   sworn  of 
the  Privy   Council.     Perhaps,    now    that    Mr.  Lough 
is  freed  from  the  cares  of  office,  he  may  be  able  to 
second  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey  to  get  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  amended.    It  may  be  useful  to  recall  here 
the  opinions  of  the  various  Ministers  at  the  time  of  the 
general  election  regarding  the  principles  embodied  in  the 
J  Pharmacy  Bill.    It  will  be  remembered  that  a  statement 
drawn  up  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was  sub- 
mitted to  each  candidate   for   Parliament,    the  points 
especially  emphasised  being  (1)  that  each  limited  company 
carrying  on  business  as  a  chemist  should  be  managed  by  a 
director  who  should  be  a  registered  chemist,  and  (2)  that 
jl  the  use  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  titles  should  be  reserved  to 
individuals  registered  thereunder.    The  members  of  the 
:  present  Ministry  who  approved  of  these  proposals  were  : 
Mr.  Asquith,  Mr.  Lloyd-George,  Mr.  John  Sinclair,  Mr. 
.  Winston  Churchill,  Mr.  John  Burns,  Mr.  Walter  Runciman, 
I  Mr.  Sydney  Buxton,  Mr.  L.  V.  Harcourt,  Mr.  George 
Lambert,  Dr.  Macnamara,  Mr.  F.  D.  Acland,  Mr.  Herbert 
|  Samuel,  Colonel  Seely,  Mr.  T.  R.  Buchanan,  Mr.  McKinnon 
|  Wood,  Captain  C.  W.  Norton,  Mr.  J.  H.  Whitley,  Mr. 
C.  E.  Hobhouse,  Mr.  George  Whiteley,  Mr.  R.  K.  Causton, 
'Sir  W.  S.  Robson,  Mr.  Thomas  Shaw,  and  Mr.  Alexander 
Ure.   The  following  members  were  either  not  approached 
J  or  expressed  no  opinion  about  the  Bill  :  Mr.  Gladstone,  Sir 
(j  Edward  Grey,  Mr.  Haldane,  Mr.  R.  McKenna,  Mr.  Birrell, 
Mr.  C.  F.  G.  Masterman,  Mr.  J.  A.  Pease,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Lewis,  and  Sir  S.  T.  Evans.   Mr.  H.  E.  Kearley.  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Trade,  is  the  only  member  of  the  Govern- 
ment who  expressed  himself  as  opposed  to  the  Bill.    He  is 
one  of  eighteen  in  that  category,  but  there  were  342  sup- 
jwrters  of  the  principles  of  the  Bill. 


The  Activity  of  Digitalis. 

A  Useful  series  of  papers  on  digitalis  was  contributed  to  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy, 
the  trend  of  which  was  that  digitoxin  does  not  wholly 
represent  the  activity  of  the  drug.  Professor  H.  C.  Wood, 
jun.,  the  author  of  one  of  the  papers,  in  taking  that  view, 
feased  it  on  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  digitoxin  in  the 


leaves  is  small  compared  with  the  relative  toxicity  of  the 
crude  drug  and  of  the  glucoside.  By  careful  analytical 
ami  clinical  trials  it  was  found  that  digitoxin  represents 
not  more  than  a  fourth  of  the  power  of  digitalis.  The  con- 
clusions of  Kakowski  were  quoted  to  the  effect  that  none 
of  the  principles  thus  far  found  in  digitalis  have  the  same 
effect  upon  the  heart-muscle  as  the  tincture  or  infusion ;  the 
principles  referred  to  being  digitoxin,  digitalein,  and 
digitalin.  The  question  of  standardising  digitalis-pre- 
parations naturally  followed  the  above  considerations. 
From  the  physiological  side,  Dr.  E.  D.  Reed  pointed  out 
that  a  great  many  properties  other  than  the  stimulating 
action  on  the  heart — namely,  diuretic  and  action  on  the 
central  nervous  system — have  been  claimed  for  digitalis, 
and  attempts  have  been  made  to  show  that  various  thera- 
peutic properties  depend  upon  one  or  the  other  of  the 
several  glucosides  occurring  in  the  drug.  Recent  experience, 
however,  has  shown  that  the  active  principles  of  digitalis 
act  primarily  on  the  heart  and  blood-vessels,  and  all  other 
effects  are  secondary;  but  in  many  cases  the  secondary 
action  of  the  drug  is  undesirable.  Dr.  Reed  holds  that 
digitoxin  is  by  far  the  most  important  of  the  active  prin- 
ciples and  possesses  the  heart-stimulating  property  to  a 
much  greater  degree  than  any  other  principle.  The  question 
of  physiological  standardisation  of  digitalis  resolves  itself 
into  the  specific  action  of  the  drug  on  the  heart  of  the  frog. 
Frogs  are  treated  with  digitalis  in  varying  quantities,  and 
that  amount  of  digitalis  which  kills  a  frog  of  definite 
weight  and  on  autopsy  shows  the  heart  to  be  in 
systole,  is  considered  to  be  an  index  of  the  physiological 
activity  of  the  preparation.  The  method  is  a  measure  of 
the  toxic  effect  of  the  drug.  The  lethal  dose  was  also 
tested  on  guinea-pigs,  so  as  to  approach  more  nearly  the  con- 
ditions presented  by  the  human  heart,  and  the  effects  were 
found  to  agree  very  closely.  The  next  question  was  to 
consider  the  relation  between  the  digitoxin  present  and  the 
lethal  dose,  which  resolved  itself  into  devising  an  accurate 
method  of  estimating  digitoxin.  The  result  obtained  from 
a  series  of  analyses  shows  that  a  fairly  constant  ratio  exists 
between  the  chemical  assay  based  upon  the  single  con- 
stituent digitoxin  and  the  result  of  the  physiological  test 
on  standard  guinea-pigs.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  con- 
stituent which  is  determined  should  possess  the  entire 
activity  of  the  drug  so  long  as  the  readily  determined  prin- 
ciple bears  a  fairly  constant  ratio  to  the  combined  action  of 
all  the  drug-constituents.  Mr.  C.  E.  Vanderleed,  who  con- 
ducted the  chemical  work,  used  the  following  process  for 
determining  digitoxin.  It  is  based  upon  the  relative  solu- 
bility of  the  digitalis  glucosides  in  chloroform  and  water, 
depending  for  the  final  purification  of  the  digitoxin  from 
other  principles  on  its  complete  insolubility  in  light 
petroleum  benzin  : 

Twenty  grams  of  the  powdered  leaves  is  exhausted  by 
percolation  with  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  and  the  percolate  is 
evaporated  at  low  temperature  on  the  water-bath  until  all 
alcohol  has  been  dissipated  (or  if  a  tincture  or  fluid  extract 
is  to  be  tested  200  c.c.  of  the  former  or  20  c.c.  of  the  latter 
is  taken  and  evaporated).  The  residue  is  diluted  with  or 
dissolved  in  sufficient  water  to  make  150  c.c.  Fifteen  c.c.  of 
solution  of  lead  subacetate  (25-per-cent.)  is  then  added,  and 
the  mixturo  diluted  to  200  c.c.  The  precipitate  is  filtered 
out  and  allowed  to  drain  thoroughly,  after  which  sufficient 
water  is  passed  through  the  precipitate  on  the  filter  to 
insure  saving  all  the  retained  mother  liquor.  The  united 
filtrates  are  again  diluted  to  200  c.c.  and  the  excess  of  lead 
is  precipitated  by  means  of  dried  and  powdered  sodium 
sulphate  or  sodium  phosphate.  After  standing  for  twenty- 
four  hours  the  precipitate  is  filtered  out,  allowed  to  drain 
well,  and  is  then  rinsed  with  water  in  order  to  save  all  the 
solution.  (The  taking  of  aliquot  parts  is  not  recommended 
in  digitalis  assays.)  The  solution  is  transferred  to  a  separat- 
ing funnel,  2  c.c.  of  10-per-cent.  ammonia  added,  and  the 
mixture  shaken  out  with  five  portions  of  chloroform  of  30  c.c. 
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each.  The  united  chloroform  solutions  are  evaporated  to 
dryness  on  a  water-bath  in  a  tared  flask  and  the  residue  of 
crude  digitoxin  redissolved  in  3  c.c.  of  fresh  chloroform. 
Ten  c.c.  of  ether  and  70  c.c.  of  light  petroleum  benzin  are 
added,  and  the  flask  allowed  to  stand  in  a  cool  place,  covered 
by  an  inverted  beaker  for  twenty-four  hours.  The  digi- 
toxin crystals  adhere  to  the  sides  and  bottom  of  the  flask, 
and,  after  draining  off  the  liquid,  are  dried  to  constant 
weight  at  60°  C,  and  weighed.  The  weight  of  digitoxin  so 
obtained,  multiplied  by  five,  expresses  the  percentage  pre- 
sent in  the  drug. 

It  was  found  in  the  course  of  this  research  that  under 
ordinary  trade  conditions  fluid  extract  of  digitalis 
deteriorates  at  the  rate  of  about  11  per  cent,  per  annum.  A 
summary  of  assays  of  digitalis-leaves  extending  over  four 
years  gave  the  following  percentages  of  digitoxin  :  highest, 
0.455;  lowest,  0.171:  average  0.313.  These  observations 
deserve  attention,  since  they  indicate  that  further  co- 
operation between  chemists  and  physiologists  may  result  in 
placing  the  standardisation  of  this  important  drug  upon  a 
chemical  basis  which  is  correlative  with  physiological  ex- 
perience. 


A  Literary  Contrast. 

The  treatment  of  human  ills  has  from  earliest  history  been 
synonymous  with  the  administration  of  curative  medicines, 
but  in  these  latter  days  there  is  more  than  a  tendency  to 
get  away  from  traditional  treatment  and  to  discount  the 
value  of  medicines.  Even  in  pharmacy  there  is  a  disposi- 
tion to  regard  the  old  days  of  big  physic-bills  as  irretriev- 
ably gone,  and  we  have  it  predicted  now  and  then  that 
the  generation  which  will  succeed  us  in  half  a  century  or 
so  will  be  accomplished  in  the  cultivation  of  pathogenic 
micro-organisms,  in  the  standardisation  of  scrums,  and  the 
preparation  of  harmones.  Preventive  medicine  will  then 
have  displaced  symptomatic  treatment,  fresh  air  and  sun- 
light will  have  divorced  the  clinical  and  coddling,  and  the 
balance  of  physical  unfitness  will  be  antidoted  by  some 
manner  of  hypodermic  exactness  as  yet  undreamt  of. 
Prophecy  is  pretty  to  contemplate,  but  there  is  no  reason 
why  we  should  get  away  from  the  living  present  in  this 
matter  or  from  the  real  truth,  which  is  that  medicinal 
treatment  of  disease  is  pfr  se  a  failure. 

The  successful  modern  physician  relies  in  the  treatment 
of  the  majority  of  diseases  upon  hygiene,  dietetics,  and 
other  things  than  physic,  but  he  is  unwise  if  he  neglects  tho 
last.  Yet  even  in  the  prescribing  of  physic  a  change  of 
method  is  significant ;  in  his  curriculum  the  physician  has 
ceased  to  study  materia  medica,  by  learning  what  drugs 
are,  how  they  are  prepared  for  administration,  and  what 
effect  they  have  in  certain  ailments.  The  development  of 
pharmacology  and  pathology  requires  (as  Professor  Mar- 
shall states  in  the  preface  to  his  "  Manual  of  Prescribing  "*) 
the  time  previously  devoted  to  materia  medica  to  be  given 
to  the  actions  of  remedial  agents — that  is,  the  laboratory 
observations  on  such  actions;  while,  we  may  add,  intelli- 
gent prescribing  requires  greater  attention  to  principle  than 
was  formerly  given;  indeed,  manuals  on  Professor  Mar- 
shall's subject  published  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  were 
chiefly  devoted  to  the  form  of  the  prescription,  dosage,  and 
Latin  construction.  These  are  not  neglected  in  Professor 
Marshall's  "  Manual.'  but  in  contrast  with  earlier  works 
we  find  here  more  thorough  consideration  of  the  living 
conditions  of  the  human  body,  how  its  varied  functions  are 
modified  by  the  introduction  of  agents  foreign  to  it,  and  how 
these  agents  may  best  be  introduced  so  as  to  correct  an  ab- 
normalfunction  with  as  little  disturbance  as  possible  to

other  functions  and  the  body  as  a  whole.  In  short,  advances 
in  pathology  and  physiology  during  the  past  thirty  years 
now  influence  the  teaching  of  prescribing  to  medical 
students.  So  also  is  there  a  change  in  the  exhibition  of 
medicinal  agents;  the  old  forms  (mixtures,  pills,  etc.)  still 
exist  and  others  along  with  them,  but  whereas  the  old 
authors  were  content  with  descriptions  of  these  forms,  we 
now  have  as  a  basis  chemical  and  physical  considerations 
which  undoubtedly  are  essential  to  correct  prescribing,  and 
are  far  more  helpful  than  a  mere  generalisation  of  experi- 
ences with  incompatibles  or  the  like. 

The  Art  of  Pharmacy  can  no  longer  be  a  subject  for  ex- 
haustive study  by  physicians,  potential  or  actual,  and  while 
Professor  Marshall  covers  the  territory  well,  it  is  a  bird's- 
eye  view  which  is  presented  to  the  student;  more  intimate 
observation  being  left  to  the  student  of  pharmacy.  Here 
we  couple  up  the  dissertation  with  the  new  edition  of  Mr. 
E.  W.  Lucas's  book,  *  which  was  published  last  week,  a  worki 
which  contrasts  well  not  only  with  Professor  Marshall's 
(as  exemplifying  the  vastness  of  the  subject  which  medical 
students  can  only  fringe),  but  with  an  accepted  classic  in. 
English    pharmaceutical    literature — the    late  Barnard 
Proctor's    "Lectures    on    Pharmacy."     To  the  latter.! 
Mr.  Lucas's  book  is  a  sort  of  natural  successor;  it  covers! 
the  same  ground  in  a  similar  manner,  and,  although  it  lack;1 
the  personality  which  characterised  Proctor's  book,  it  ha; 
a  characteristic  all  its  own,  in  so  far  as  it  is  not  confined  U 
those  principles  and  processes  which  students  of  pharniacj 
must  learn,  but  deals  with  those  developments  in  quantity 
and  volume  of  production  which  are  concentrating  galenica 
pharmacy  into   the  hands  of  large  manufacturers  ant 
retailers  who  have  staff  and  time  that  can  be  profitabl;  ■ 
employed    in   galenical   production.    Proctor  rarely  go 
away  from  the  dispensing-counter  and  the  back  shop;  Mr 
Lucas  in  his  book  works  there  and  from  there  to  the  larg 
laboratory.    He  tells  how  to  make  a  single  pill,  and  give: 
illustrations  and  particulars  of  the  machine  by  which  Mr 
Kilby  Pears  produces  half-a-million  pills  per  day.  Bui 
besides  the  exemplification  of  processes  small  and  largj 
which  go  to  make  modern  galenical  pharmacy,  Mr.  Lucas' 
book  is  an  exposition'  of  the  principles  upon  which  th 
operations  are  based,  and  of  the  results  obtainable  on  th 
large  and  small  scales.    When  Proctor  wrote  on  tincture! 
thirty-five  years  ago  it  sufficed  to  make  a  few  conventions 
remarks  about  B.P.  strengths,  and  the  effect  of  cold  weathe 
on  one  or  two  of  them.    The  treatment  now  required  li 
much  more  exhaustive.     For  example,  we  have  in  Mi 
Lucas's  chapter  tables  of  tinctures   showing  (1)  specifi; 
gravity,  (2)  alcohol  percentage,  (3)  extractive  percentage 
and  (4)  product  from  one  pint;  the  standardised  tinctun; 
are  exhaustively  discussed,  and  the  effect  of  enzymes  i^ 
producing  deposits  is  explained.    This  chapter  alone  show, 
how  much  practical  pharmacy  has  progressed  in  a  gener: 
tion,  and  it  is  typical  of  every  class  of  galenical  prepar; 
tion.    The  student  of  pharmacy  and  the  practical  pharm; 
cist  must  nowadays  know  better  the  materials  which  the 
handle,  just  as  the  student  of  medicine  and  the  medic;, 
practitioner  must  know  better  the  functions  of  the  huma 
body  and  the  abnormalities  which  these  materials  are  calcr 
lated  to  remedy. 

This  contrast  may  not  be  amiss  if  it  help  to  modi) 
pessimistic  views  about  the  passing  of  medicinal  treatmei 
of  disease.  It  has  simply  become  more  rational  on  tl 
medical  side,  and  more  thorough  on  the  pharmaceutics ;

Professor  Marshall,  in  speaking  of  the  relations  of  pre- 

scriber  and  dispenser,  says  : 

These  should  be  of  a  cordial  character.  The  dispenser  is 
in  expert  in  the  compounding  of  drugs,  and  consequently 
any  criticism  or  advice  that  he  may  offer  regarding 
methods  of  combination  should  be  carefully  considered. 
It  should  also  not  be  forgotten  that  he^  shares  with  the 
physician  the  responsibility  for  the  medicine  supplied,  and 
that  it  is  his  duty  to  draw  the  physician  s  attention  to  any 
mistake  that  he  thinks  might  have  serious  consequences. 

his  advice  is,  unfortunately,  inapplicable  to  the  greater 
proportion  of  physicians  in  England,  because  they  combine 
ihe  roles  of  prescribe!'  and  dispenser.  We  are  not  without 
nope  that,  as  in  other  parts  ot  the  world,  English  physicians 
trill  ere  long  be  held  in  sufficient  public  esteem  to  receive 
.dequate  payment  for  their  professional  services— i  e.,  their 
descriptions,  whether  dietetic,  hygienic,  or  medicinal. 
Then  Professor  Marshall's  advice  will  be  better  appreciated. 

A  £500  Licence  Advocated. 

The  "Lancet"  is  enamoured  of  the  German  proposals 
or  controlling,  if  not  extinguishing,  medical  quackery, 
Ihich  is,  on  the  whole,  more  prevalent  in  Germany  than  it 
3  in  this  country,  and  grows  in  spite  of  public  exposure 
nd  severe  police  supervision.  Perhaps  there  would  be 
iss  of  it  in  Germany  if  so  much  publicity,  often  of  a  spiteful 
fature,  were  not  given  to  it,  but  that  is  by  the  way.  If 
he  proposed  German  regulations  "could  become  law  in 
hese  islands,"  the  "  Lancet  "  says, 

Advertisement  would  become  an  expensive  method  of 
obtaining  publicity  and  the  necessity  for  disclosing  the  com- 
position of  the  remedies  would  probably  make  would-be 
purchasers  buy  (for  instance)  the  ordinary  iron  pills  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  at  about  Id.  per  dozen,  instead  of  Bqdger  s 
Blue  Boluses  at  Is.  Ud.  per  box.  But  there  is  yet  a  simpler 
method  of  staving  the  noxious  trade  of  secret  medicines  and 
of  quack  treatment,  electrical  and  otherwise.  We  have 
pleaded  for  it  on  manv  previous  occasions ;  for  instance,  in 
our  issue  of  May  12,  1906.  p.  1365,  and  it  is  this:  Any  un- 
qualified person  claiming  to  be  able  to  treat  disease  by 
drugs  or  otherwise  should  have  to  pay  a  heavy  annual 
licence  .  .  .  which  should  cost  not  a  paltry  guinea,  but  at 
least  500/.  per  annum. 

:  our  contemporary  were  a  little  less  ambitious  in  its 
•quest  it  might  succeed.  We  recall  the  fact  that  up  to 
375  the  patent-medicine  licence  cost  two  guineas  in  London, 
guinea  in  large  provincial  towns,  and  5s.  elsewhere,  but 
wing  to  the  solicitation  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
jutical  Society  it  was  reduced  to  the  uniform  rate  of  5s. 
ince  then  the'  number  of  licensed  vendors  of  such  things 
i  Bodger's  Blue  Boluses  has  multiplied  exceedingly.  This 
ves  colour  to  the  "Lancet's"  suggestion  that  a  high 
lfiual  payment  would  effectively  carry  out  its  ideals,  but 
hat  will  Mr.  Lloyd-George  say  ?  It  is  he  who  has  to 
ovide  for  the  ironclads. 

The  Importance  of  Being  Careful. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  proverb  which  asserts  that 
sauce  for  the  goose  should  be  sauce  for  the  gander  "  does 
)t  apply  (in  the  opinion  of  some  Coroners  at  least)  in  the 
■se  of  doctor  and  chemist.  The  inquest  at  Canning  Town 
ee  p.'  582),  and  particularly  the  naive  recommendation  of 
ie  Coroner's  jury,  will  be  read  with  considerable  astonish- 
ent  and  not  a  little  indignation  by  chemists  all  over  the 
mntry.  The  doctor  made  a  terrible  mistake,  and  one 
hich  would  be  next  to  impossible  if  the  poisons  regula- 
ons  applied  to  surgeries.  We  have  sympathy  with.  Dr. 
'illiams  in  his  trouble,  and  admire  the  frank  way  in 
Wch  he  confessed  his  error  ;  but  we  miss  the  strictures 
tat  are  usually  applied  by  many  Coroners  to  the  unfor 
nate  chemist  in  such  a  predicament.    The  whole  of  the 


circumstances  in  the  case  naturally  suggest  that  busy 
medical  men  should  not  at  the  end  of  a  hard  day's  work 
have  to  turn  to  their  dispensaries  in  order  to  compound 
medicines  for  their  patients ;  and  it  would  be  better  for 
both  if  the  responsibility  of  dispensing  was  entrusted  to 
persons  who  devote  themselves  solely  to  such  work,  as  the 
result  of  special  qualification  therein. 

Canadian  Chemicals. 

We  referred  a  few  weeks  ago  to  a  bulletin  issued  by  the 
Inland  Revenue  Department  of  Canada  dealing  with  some 
chemical  substances  obtained  from  retailers  and  analysed 
at  the  Government  Laboratory  (C.  <£•  D.,  March  7,  p.  367). 
Since  then  we  have  received  Bulletin  No.  146,  which  deals 
with  bismuth  subnitrate,  potassium  bromide,  and  phena- 
cetin.  Samples  of  these  drugs  were  obtained  as  follows  : 
Bismuth  subnitrate,  55  samples;  potassium  bromide,  57 
samples  ;  phenacetin,  84  samples  ;  and  excepting  in  the  cases 
of  two  samples  of  the  bismuth  salt,  where  the  oxy-carbonate 
was  supplied,  all  the  specimens  were  found  to  be  genuine. 
In  the  case  of  the  bismuth  subnitrate  and  potassium 
bromide  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  was  taken  as  the 
standard.  The  bismuth  was  estimated  as  oxide,  and  varied 
trom  79.3  to  82  per  cent.  The  phenacetin  samples  were 
tested  as  regards  identity  and  freedom  from  acetanilide  and 
paraphenctidin.  In  the  case  of  the  potassium  bromide  the 
percentage  found  was  from  99.48  to  100.67. 


positive  Electricity. 


THE  Friday  evening  discourse  on  April  10  at  the  Royal 
Institution  was  by  Professor  J.  J.  Thomson,  who  took 
for  his  subject  "  The  Carriers  of  Positive  Electricity." 
Lord  Rayleigh  was  in  the  chair,  and  among  those  present 
were  Sir  W.  Crookes,  Sir  Joseph  Swan,  Sir  Jas.  Crichton- 
Browne,  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch.  Dr.  E.  Divers,  Sir  James 
Dewar,  Professor  P.  F.  Frankland,  and  Mr.  Walter  Hills. 

Professor  Thomson  said  that  charges  of  negative  elec- 
tricity are  made  up  of  numbers  of  smaller  charges,  all  of 
the  same  character,  and  these  negative  particles,  though 
they  live  on  the  atom,  have  been  isolated  and  studied. 
Recently,  positively  charged  atoms  have  been  obtained  in 
vacuum  tubes,  and  the  question  arose  whether  these  are1 
the  simplest  forms  in  which  we  can  get  positive  electricity, 
or  whether  it  can  be  driven  off  from  the  atoms  with  which 
it  is  associated.  He  proceeded  to  show  that  by  employing 
an  exhaustion-tube  containing  a  negative  electrode  with  a 
hole  in  it,  it  is  easy  to  get  large  quantities  of  positive 
electricity,  which  is  attracted  by  the  negative  electrode  and 
pass«s  through  the  hole.  The  lecturer  said  that  he  finds 
the  needles  of  hypodermic  syringes  the  most  suitable  for 
this  experiment,  as  the  holes  are  so  carefully  and  uniformly 
drilled.  By  subjecting  the  steam  to  an  electric  and  a  mag- 
netic field,  and  measuring  the  amount  of  deflection,  the 
velocity  and  mass  of  the  particles  can  be  determined.  He 
next  pointed  out  that  positive  particles  are  found  in  por- 
tions of  the  tube  where  they  have  no  light  to  be.  and 
advanced  a  theory  to  explain  this  phenomenon.  He  then 
stated  that  the  positive  particles  are  always  of  a  mass  com- 
parable with  that  of  the  atom  or  molecule  of  hydrogen, 
and  said  there  is  no  evidence  that  they  are  so  small  as  the 
negative  particles.  Finally,  he  explained  a  method  for 
determining  how  many  positive  particles  of  different  kinds 
there  are  in  a  mixture  of  such  particles.

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EVENING  MEETING. 

THE  last  evening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  April  14. 
Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Vice-President)  was  in  the  chair, 
by  the  side  of  him  being  Mr.  E.  White,  Mr.  R.  Bremridge 
(Secretary),  and  Mr.  Quarrell  (solicitor).  The  attendance  I 
was  good,  among  those  present  being  Messrs.  C.  T.  Allen, 
L.  Atkinson,  H.  Deane,  E.  H.  Farr,  H.  Finnemore,  H.  C.  T. 
Gardner,  E.  M.  Holmes,  W.  L.  Howie,  E.  S.  Peck, 
T.  Tickle,  and  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock. 

Simaruba  Bark. 
The  first  paper  was  a  communication  from  the  Research 
Laboratory  by  the  Redwood  Scholar,  Mr.  Ciias.  Gilling, 
on  "The  Constituents  of  Simaruba  Bark."  Mr.  Gilling 
has  continued  a  research  which  was  begun  in  1904  by 
Piofessor  Greenish  and  Miss  Hooper.  These  investigators 
found  in  simaruba  bark  (1)  a  colourless  crystalline  bitter 
principle,  (2)  a  colourless  crystalline  principle  free  from 
bitterness,  (3)  a  yellow  resinous  body  which  exhibits  a 
green  fluorescence,  and  (4)  a  brown  resin.  Mr.  Gilling 
confirms  these  results.  The  bark  of  Simaruba  amara  was 
investigated  in  1821  by  Morin,  who  found  a  bitter  prin- 
ciple, which  he  assumed  to  be  identical  with  quassin  or 
picrasmin,  and  no  further  work  appears  to  have  been  done 
till  the  research  of  Greenish  and  Hooper  referred  to  above. 
Using  a  sample  of  bark  from  British  Guiana,  the  present 
author  tried  the  effect  upon  it  of  various  solvents,  and 
finally,  with  a  view  to  avoiding  extracting  resin,  employed 
an  aqueous  solvent.  When  shaking  out  the  liquid  with 
chloroform  a  troublesome  emulsion  forms,  which  led  the 
author  first  to  take  out  the  fixed  oil  from  the  bark  by 
means  of  carbon  tetrachloride.  A  supply  of  the  bitter 
crystalline  principle  having  been  obtained,  Mr.  Gilling  pro- 
ceeded to  work  out  its  composition,  which  he  eventually 
found  to  be  represented  by  the  formula  C,,H.,„0,.  The 
molecular  weight  was  worked  out  by  Dr.  Barger's  micro- 
scopic method,  and  came  out  (1)  422  to  456  and  (2)  456  to  476. 
The  non-bitter  crystalline  substance  is  only  present  in  small 
quantity,  and  enough  has  not  been  collected  to  permit  of 
further  examination. 

DISCUSSION. 

Professor  Greenish  referred  to  the  tedious  nature  of 
the  research,  and  the  large  amount  of  perseverance  that  was 
required  owing  to  the  small  quantities  of  the  principle  con- 
tained in  the  bark.  The  parcel  of  drug  used  by  Mr.  Gilling 
was  not  so  rich  in  the  bitter  principle  as  that  employed 
by  Miss  Hooper  and  the  speaker.  Professor  Crossley 
having  stated  that  a  further  examination  of  the  constitution 
of  the  crystalline  body  promises  interesting  results,  further 
research  is  to  be  undertaken. 

Colouration  of  Adrenine  Solutions. 
The  next  paper,  by  Mr.  A.  Gunn  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison, 
read  by  the  former,  was  an  attempt  to  find  out  the  cause 
of  a  colouration  which  develops  in  adrenine  solution,  and 
whether  the  colouration  affects  the  medicinal  activity  of 
the  liquid.  The  causes  of  the  development  of  colour  were 
put  down  as  possibly  due  to  iron,  the  alkali  of  the  glass, 
atmospheric  oxidation,  or  the  action  of  light,  and  a  large 
number  of  experiments  appear  to  have  been  made  to  get 
at  the  real  cause  of  the  trouble.  The  adrenine  was  dissolved 
.in  solutions  containing  hydrochloric  acid,  boric  acid,  and 
oxalic  acid,  the  liquid  being  afterwards  exposed  to  various 
conditions  of  light  and  air  in  tubes,  some  of  which  were 
coated  with  paraffin  wax  on  the  inside.  The  recital  of  the 
numerous  experimental  data  was  of  a  tedious  nature,  and 
in  many  cases  appeared  to  lead  to  inconclusive  results,  but 
in  the  main  the  authors  have  discovered  that  adrenine 
dissolved  in  water  with  one  molecular  equivalent  of  hydro- 
chloric acid  becomes  coloured  quicker  than  one  containing 
more  hydrochloric  acid,  and  that  the  alkali  of  the  glass  acce- 
lerates the  formation  of  colour,  as  do  also  exposure  to  air 
and  light  and  contamination  with  iron  (often  present  in 
boric  acid).  The  relative  activity  of  the  coloured  and 
fresh  solutions  has  been  investigated  by  Dr.  Dixon,  who 


finds  that  the  loss  of  activity  is  proportional  to  the  depth  of 
the  colouration,  and  also  that  the  artificial  adrenine  has  only 
about  half  the  activity  of  the  natural  substance. 

Mr.  Harrison  confirmed  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Gunn,  lay- 
ing stress  on  the  effect  of  minute  quantities  of  iron  in 
reducing  the  activity  of  the  solution  of  adrenine.  Three 
minims  of  acidum  hydrochloricum  dilutum  B.P.  is  sufficient 
to  keep  a  solution  of  one  grain  of  adrenine  free  from  dis- 
colouration for  from  eight  to  ten  weeks. 

discussion. 

Mr.  Finnemore  said  that  the  hydrochloric  acid  seems  to 
act  as  a  negative  catalysing  agent.  He  inquired  whether  the 
authors  had  tested  the  optical  activity  of  the  synthetic 
product,  which,  he  said,  may  be  optically  active  although 
synthetic.  The  iron  impurity  probably  acts  on  the 
phenolic  part  of  the  molecule,  and  so  causes  colour  to 1 
develop. 

Mr.  Peck  asked  if  the  authors  had  found  sodium  chloride 
present. 

Mr.  Harrison,  replying  to  the  last  question,  said  there 
is  some  doubt  about  the  presence  of  sodium  chloride  owing 
to  analytical  difficulties. 

Mr.  Tickle  inquired  whether  a  dilute  solution  required . 
more  acid  than  a  concentrated  solution. 

Mr.  White  referred  to  the  importance  of  the  fact  that 
synthetic  adrenine  is  less  active  than  the  natural  substance. 

Mr.  Harrison,  replying,  said  that  he  did  not  test  the; 
optical  activity  of  the  synthetic  substance — "the  chemist 
employed  by  the  firm  who  supplied  the  adrenine  said  it 
was  optically  inactive,"  was  how  Mr.  Harrison  put  it.  It 
is  not,  he  added,  unusual  to  find  a  difference  in  activity 
between  isomers.  The  question  of  the  influence  of  dilution 
o.i  promoting  colour  was  not  gone  into. 

St.  Thomas's  Hospital. 
The  final  paper,  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Jennings,  pharmaceutist 
ts  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  was  an  historical  sketch  of  the 
hospital,  with  notes  on  hospital  pharmacy.  This  turned 
out  to  be  an  interesting  and  scholarly  account  of  the  founda- 
tion of  the  hospital  in  Norman  times,  and  its  progress  up 
to  the  present  day.  The  index  dates  are  1228,  when  the 
hospital  was  transferred  to  a  site  where  London  Bridge 
Station  now  stands,  and  1871,  when  the  present  handsome 
buildings  were  opened  by  Queen  Victoria.  The  site  opposite 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  covers  from  eight  to  nine  acres, 
the  seven  blocks  of  buildings  costing,  with  the  land,  600,000/. 
In  regard  to  hospital  dispensing,  Mr.  Jennings  outlined 
the  method  of  contracting  for  drugs,  and  said  that  the 
hospital  laboratory  fills  the  same  position  to  the  dispensary 
a«  a  wholesale  druggist  does  to  the  retail  pharmacy.  It  is ; 
a  mistake,  he  added,  to  imagine  that  dispensing  at  hospitals 
is  of  the  same  order  as  the  jug  and  bottle  department  of  a; 
public-house.  The  modern  tendency  is  to  prescribe  special' 
mixtures  for  each  patient,  so  as  to  instruct  the  medical 
students  in  prescription-writing.  Mr.  Jennings  said  that 
any  young  man  who  joined  the  staff  of  a  hospital  dispensary 
for  a  short  time  would  acquire  valuable  experience,  which, 
he  would  find  of  the  greatest  use  in  after-life.  A  numbei 
of  lantern-slides  of  the  old  and  new  hospitals  were  shown 
on  the  screen,  and  also  one  giving  some  statistics  of  the 
work.  The  drug-bill  in  1907  was  2,317?.,  for  dressing; 
2,273/.  was  spent,  and  for  milk  and  meat  2,176/.  and  4,100/. 
respectively.  The  number  of  in-patients  during  the  yeai 
was  6,783,  and  new  out-patients  80,028.  The  expenditure 
of  the  hospital  was  63,000/.,  the  settled  income  beinj 
45,000/. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  given  to  the  readers  of  the  papers 
and  then  an  adjournment  was  made  to  the  examinatior 
hall,  where  Mr.  Holmes  was  showing  some  of  the  701 
materia  medica  specimens  which  have  been  presented  to  th< 
Society's  museum  by  the  authorities  of  the  Royal  Army 
Medical  College.  The  specimens  comprise  a  good  man} 
Indian  and  Chinese  drugs,  about  fifty  being  new  to  tn< 
Society's  museum.  There  were  also  some  recent  acquisi 
tions  of  Chilian  medicinal  plants.

Society  of  Cbemical  3noustr£. 

London  Section. 
A  MEETING  of  this  Section  was  held  at  Burlington  House, 
ii  Piccadilly,  W.,  on  April  6,  with  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch  in 
the  chair.  After  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  had 
been  read,  scrutators  were  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
counting  the  votes  for  members  of  the  new  Council. 

Murexide. — Mr.  Watson  Smith  was  then  called  upon  to 
read  a  note  on  murexide,  which  was  formerly  used  as  a  dye- 
stuff  and  printing  colour.  Murexide  is  acid  ammonium  pur- 
purate,  but  has  been  superseded  by  aniline  dyes.  It  was 
formerly  made  in  quantities  of  12  cwt.  weekly  by  Rumney, 
of  Manchester,  the  uric  acid  required  in  the  manufacture 
being  obtained  from  guano,  which  was  first  imported  into 
this  country  for  making  murexide.  Mr.  Watson  Smith 
handed  round  a  sample  of  murexide  made  in  1861,  and  also 
a  piece  of  calico  printed  in  rose-coloured  stripes  forty  years 
ago. 

Strength  of  Flours. — The  next  paper,  by  Mr.  Julian  L. 
Baker  and  Mr.  H.  F.  E.  Hulton,  was  entitled  "  Considera- 
tions Affecting  the  'Strength'  of  Wheat  Flours."  By 
"strength"  of  flour  is  meant  its  power  of  forming  large 
shapely  loaves.  The  flour  is  marked  to  show  how  near  it 
approaches  the  ideal  cottage  loaf  expressed  as  100.  The 
marking  is  empirical  from  actual  trials  in  the  bakehouse,  but 
the  authors  have  tried  to  find  some  chemical  or  physical 
property  in  the  flour  which  accounts  for  the  "strength." 
They  state  that  it  is  improbable  that  any  one  chemical  or 
physical    determination    can    be    correlated    with  the 

strength"  of  flours,  as  this  definition  includes  both  the 
size  and  shape  of  the  loaf.  If  bakers  would  apportion  marks 
independently  for  size  and  shape  it  would  be  possible  to 
obtain  laboratory  factors  to  express  them.  A  good  deal  of 
the  paper  was  taken  up  with  a  discussion  on  the  enzymes  of 
flour  and  yeast,  the  most  importance  being  attached  to  the 
amylolytic  enzyme,  to  which  the  percentage  of  maltose 
formed  during  doughing  was  traced.  It  was  found  that  the 
highest  percentages  of  maltose  were  given  by  those  flours 
with  the  highest  marks,  and  that  such  flours  also  gave  the 
highest  proportions  of  gas.  There  was  a  very  long  dis- 
cussion on  the  paper,  and  all  sorts  of  conditions  were  sug- 
gested to  account  for  the  varying  qualities  of  wheat  from  a 
baker's  point  of  view. 

New  Council.— The  scrutators  had  by  this  time  finished 
counting  the  voting-papers,  and  the  acting  chairman  an- 
nounced the  result.  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  was  elected  Chairman, 
and  the  new  members  of  Council  are  Mr.  A.  C.  Chapman, 
Mr.  D.  L.  Howard,  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  Dr.  L.  T.  Thorne,  Dr. 
J-  A  Voelcker,  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Baker.  The  contest  this  year 
has  been  keener  than  usual,  additional  importance  being  im- 
parted from  the  fact  that  the  International  Congress  of 
'Pphed  Chemistry  is  to  meet  in  London  next  year. 

Phaseolunatin.— The  final  paper  was  by  Dr  T.  A. 
Henry  and  Dr.  S.  J.  M.  Auld  on  "  The  Presence  of  Phaseo- 
iunatin  in  Feeding-stuffs."  This  was  a  communication  from 
tne  imperial  Institute,  the  authors  having  been  engaged  in 
the  research  for  some  time.  The  importance  of  the  subject  is 
that  enzymes  act  on  the  glucoside  phaseolunatin,  and  yield 
hydrocyanic  acid.  To  chemists  and  druggists  the  most 
interesting  part  was  the  statement  that  a  cyanogenetic 
glucoside  occurs  in  linseed.    The  reason  that  linseed  cake  is 


non-toxic  is  because  the  heat  used  in  expressing  the  oil 
destroys  the  enzyme,  which  is  necessary  for  acting  on  the 
glucoside  before  hydrocyanic  acid  can  be  obtained.  It  was 
suggested  that,  in  estimating  the  amount  of  prussic  acid  ob- 
tainable from  these  vegetable  products,  analysts  should 
adopt  the  plan  of  extracting  the  whole  of  the  cyanogenetic 
glucoside  from  the  product  under  examination  by  means  of  a 
suitable  solvent,  and  then  estimate  the  prussic  acid  obtained 
by  hydrolysing  the  extracted  glucoside  with  acids.  In  the 
discussion  this  point  was  the  subject  of  comment,  and  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  cases  of  linseed-cake  poisoning, 
which,  have  generally  been  attributed  to  adulteration  with 
castor-oil  beans,  may,  after  all,  have  been  due  to  the  fact  that 
in  some  instances  the  heat  used  in  extracting  the  oil  was  not 
enough  to  kill  the  enzymes.  Dr.  Dyer  said  he  had  obtained 
from  linseed  cake,  distilled  with  acid,  a  quantity  of  hydro- 
cyanic acid  equal  to  4  grains  per  lb. 


Yorkshire  Section. 
A  Meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the  Queen's  Hotel, 
Leeds,  on  April  6,  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson  (Chairman  of  the 
Section)  presiding.  There  was  an  excellent  exhibit  of 
calorimeters  for  testing  fuels,  and  their  use  was  fully  ex- 
plained to  the  meeting.  Then  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  F.I.C., 
gave  the  meeting  an  account  of  the  forthcoming 

INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF  APPLIED  CHEMISTRY, 

which  is  to  be  held  in  London  next  year.  This  will  be  the 
seventh  meeting  of  the  Congress,  the  last  having  been  held 
at  Rome  two  years  ago,  when  Mr.  Reid  was  one  of  the 
deputies  appointed  by  the  Society,  and  subsequently  he 
gave  at  a  meeting  of  the  London  Section  an  account  of  the 
Congress  in  the  form  of  a  lantern-lecture.  The  object  of 
Mr.  Reid's  visit  to  Leeds  was  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
the  members  of  the  Yorkshire  Section  in  making  the  London 
meeting  a  thorough  success.  He  explained  the  general 
routine  of  such  congresses  and  their  utility  to  all  interested 
in  industrial  chemistry,  also  giving  a  short  account  of  the 
preparations  which  have  been  made  to  ensure  the  success 
of  the  London  gathering,  and  stated  that  the  King  has  con- 
sented to  be  the  Patron  of  the  Congress,  while  the  Prince 
of  Wales  is  the  Vice-Patron.  At  the  close  of  Mr.  Reid's 
address  it  was  decided  to  form  a  local  committee,  U'ith  the 
object  of  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Congress. 


Liverool  Section. 
A  Meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the 
University  of  Liverpool  on  April  8,  Dr.  J.  C.  Conroy  in 
the  chair.  An  improved  Hem  pel  burette  was  exhibited, 
and  it  was  shown  how  it  facilitates  gas-analysis.  Mr. 
W.  F.  Reid  attended  to  explain  the  preparations  which  are 
in  progress  for  the  International  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry  to  be  held  in  London  at  Whitsuntide,  1909.  He 
gave  some  interesting  details  of  the  steps  which  have  been 
taken  in  connection  with  the  Congress,  and  mentioned  that 
excellent  rooms  for  the  meetings  have  been  obtained  at 
the  Imperial  Institute  and  the  Royal  College  of  Science, 
buildings  opposite  each  other  in  South  Kensington,  which 
he  believed  would  be  eminently  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
There  twenty  rooms  have  been  promised  for  the  various 
Sections,  and  a  number  of  distinguished  chemists  have 
agreed  to  act  as  presidents  of  Sections,  among  them  being  : 
Analytical  Chemistry  Section,  Dr. 'T.  E.  Thorpe,  C.B., 
F.R.S.,  Principal  of  the  Government  Laboratories  ;  Metal- 
lurgy and  Mining,  Sir  Hugh  Bell ;  Explosives,  Sir  Andrew 
Noble ;  Organic  Products,  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S.  ; 
Colour  Substances  and  their  Uses,  Professor  Meldola, 
F.R.S.  ;  Starch  Industry,  Dr.  H.  T.  Brown,  F.R.S.  ;  anr7 
Political  Economics,  Law,  etc.,  Lord  Alverstone.  Mr.  Reid 
answered  various  questions  by  the  members,  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  his  address  a  strong  local  committee  was 
formed. 

H^ematopan  is  the  name  given  by  W.  N.  Clemm  to  a  pre- 
paration made  by  evaporating  equal  parts  of  malt  and  blood 
in  vacuo  ("B.M.J.  Epitome,"  1908,  59).  It  is  supposed  to- 
contain  animal  blood  iron,  albumen,  blood-salts,  sugar  of 
malt,  lecithin,  etc.,  all  in  the  most  assimilable  form.  Clemm 
considers  hsematopan  to  be  capable  of  being  employed  for 
feeding  up  the  cells.  This  property  he  ascribes  to  its  lecithin 
content.

WE  have  received  from  the  Hon.  Secretaries  of  the  Con- 
ference the  list  of  subjects  from  which  it  is  suggested 
that  workers  can  obtain  ideas  for  original  research.  In  the 
following  list  we  have  omitted  those  items  which  are  merely 
carried  forward  from  last  year  (see  C.  A-  D..  April  13,  iWUV, 
p.  568).  Those  who  are  willing  to  undertake  any  of  the 
work  are  reminded  that  a  fund  exists  from  which  grants 
can  be  made  in  aid  of  the  expenses  of  researches  : 

Aoo^ite-koot. — A  series  of  experiments  to  determine  the 
alkaloidal  content  of  parent  and  daughter  root  at  various 
periods  of  growth  is  required. 

Aloin.— A  research  is  needed  in  the  proportion  of  aloin  and 
non-resinous  constituents  in  the  different  varieties  of  aloes. 

Analyses  of  the  following  drugs  are  required :  Ccrcus 
grandiflorus,  Citrullus  Colocynthis,  Cassia  fistula,  Serenoa 
scrrulata  (saw  palmetto),  Arnica  montana,  Monsonia  ovata, 
Monsonia  biflora,  Bryonia  dioica,  Thuja  occidcntalis,  Ranun- 
culus Ficaria,  and  Tanacctum  vul (/arc,  etc. 

Asafetida. — Determination  of  the  volatile  oil  in  various 
samples  and  grades  of  the  drug  should  be  made. 

Bottles.— The  question  of  the  colour  and  style  of  bottles 
best  fitted  for  the  storage  of  chemicals  and  galenicals  might 
form  a  valuable  subject  of  inquiry. 

Calabar  Bean.— A  research  is  needed  with  the  object  of 
ascertaining  the  relative  proportion  of  the  different  bases 
present  in  this  drug. 

Calx  Sulphprata.— Improved  processes  are  needed  for  the 
preparation  of  some  of  the  official  chemicals— notably  calx 
sulphurata,  ferri  arsenas,  etc. 

Camphor. — Processes  are  required  for  the  estimation  of  the 
camphor  in  some  of  the  official  liniments  and  for  the  detection 
of  mineral  or  other  foreign  oil  in  camphor  liniment. 

Camphor,  Synthetic. — This  is  coming  into  use  in  pharmacy, 
and  its  characters,  as  contrasted  with  those  of  natural  cam- 
phor, should  be  clearly  defined. 

Coccultjs  Indicus. — Reinvestigation  of  the  alkaloids  con- 
tained in  the  pericarps  is  wanted. 

Colchictjm. — A  comparison  of  the  published  processes  for 
the  assay  of  colchieum  and  its  preparations. 

Concentrated  Liquors. — An  examination  of  commercial 
samples  of  concentrated  liquors,  tinctures,  etc.,  is  required. 

Emplastra. — An  examination  of  commercial  samples  of 
official  plaster  would  yield  useful  results. 

EMULSIONS. — It  is  suggested  that  an  examination  of  com- 
mercial samples  of  cod-liver  oil  and  other  emulsions  may 
be  of  service.  Can  the  usual  methods  for  the  determination 
of  the  fat  in  milk  be  utilised  for  the  purpose  ? 

Exhausted  Drugs. — Methods  are  needed  for  the  detection  of 
exhausted  drugs  when  used  as  adulterants. 

Ext.  Colchi'I. — More  rational  methods  of  making  this 
extract  from  oither  corms  or  seeds,  and  method  of  assay. 

Galeni°al  Preparations. — Should  the  forms  for  galenical 
7>roparations  of  drugs  be  so  arranged  as  to  aim  at  a  general 
ratio  of  strength  between  the  drug  and  the  preparation  ? 

Gelsemixjm-ROOT. — Required,  an  investigation  into  the  rela- 
tive propo"tion  of  gelsemino  and  gelseminine. 

Hors. — How  can  the  bitter  principle  best  be  isolated  and 
quantitatively  determined  ? 

Indicators. — Some  artificial  colours  are  affected  only  by 
mineral  acids,  and  it  is  thought  that  one  or  other  of  these 
might  be  utilised  for  the  determination  of  the  strength  of 
preparations  like  liquor  plumbi  subacetatis,  etc. 

Japanese  Chillies. — The  determination  of  the  botanical 
source. 

Japanese  Ginger. — Determination  of  the  botanical  source 
and  comparison  of  the  structure  with  that  of  official  ginger. 

Lead  Oleate. — The  proportion  of  lead  oleate  in  load  plaster 
might  be  made  the  subject  of  investigation. 

Lobelia  Inflata. — The  chemistry  of  this  drug  requires  care- 
ful investigation. 

Mali'  Fepn.— The  chemistry  and  pharmacy  of  this  drug  both 
require  investigation. 

M  vrp  o-leaves. — An  examination  of  commercial  matico- 
l9a.ves,  both  as  regards  source  and  constituents. 

Morphine.-  Cm  the  process  described  in  the  "  Year-book 
of  PI  .a  rmacy,  1907,  p.  107,  for  the  determination  of  morphine 
be  applied  to  opium  and  its  preparations? 

O"  8- — Required,  a  comparative  examination  of  the  value  of 
Hubl  s,  Hanus',  and  other  solutions  for  testing  fixed  oils,  fats 
etc. 

Pills,  etc— An  invpstisation  is  needed  on  the  strength  and 
quality  of  commercial  samples  of  pills,  capsules,  compressed 
tablets,  etc.,  met  with  in  pharmacy. 

t  Podophyllum  Emodi  is  official  in  the  B.P.  Addendum  as  a 


source  of  resin  for  use  in  India  and  the  Colonies.  Should  it 
not  also  be  included  in  the  next  edition  of  the  ordinary  Britisl 
Pharmacopoeia  ? 

Powdered  Drugs. — A  systematic  and  extended  examinatioi 
of  the  powdered  drugs  of  English  commerce. 

Senega-root. — The  chemistry  and  therapeutics  of  this  druj 
require  careful  examination. 

Solvents. — Experiments  are  needed  with  a  view  to  extend 
ing  the  use  of  solvents,  such  as  acetone,  carbon  tetrachloride 
methylic  alcohol,  etc.,  in  pharmacy. 

Syrups. — Improved  methods  are  required  for  the  determina 
tion  of  the  strength  and  purity  of  some  of  the  official  syrups. 

Test  Solutions. — Some  of  the  official  test  solutions  do  no 
keep  _  well.  Experiments  are  needed  with  the  object  o 
devising  means  of  preserving  these  without  interfering  witll 
their  usefulness. 

Tests. — Distinctive  tests  for  gamboge,  jalap,  and  scammon'1 
resin,  etc.,  in  official  preparations  would  be  useful. 

Ung.  Hydrargyri. — An  assay-process  is  needed,  also  ai 
examination  of  commercial  samples. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Radio-activity  Limit.  -  A  committee  of  the  RontgeJ 
Society  has  under  consideration  the  establishment  of  a  stanj 
dard  unit  of  radio-activity,  and  in  an  interim  report  recom, 
mends  that  1  milligram  of  pure  radium  bromide  be  regarded 
as  the  standard,  and  that  the  ionisation  produced  by  th 
7  rays  from  it,  after  passing  through  1  centimetre  of  lead,  b 
taken  as  a  measure  of  the  unit  of  radio-activity.  Certaii 
difficulties  in  the  adoption  of  the  suggestion  are  still  unde 
consideration. 

Dots  Tellurium  Cortaii  Two  Elements  ?—  W.  Bettf 
communicates  to  the  "Chemical  News"  (1908,  169)  observn 
tions  on  telluride-silver  ores,  which  give  weight  to  the  hype 
thesis  that  tellurium  is  a  mixture  of  true  tellurium  with  a 
atomic  weight  of  about  125  and  another  element  with  a  highe: 
atomic  weight.  Sir  William  Crookes  calls  special  attentio 
to  the  paper  in  the  hope  that  examination  of  other  silver  ore 
may  lead  to  isolation  of  the  constituent  or  element  so  far  ur 
identified.

A  Safe  Light  for  Autochromes. 

[n  a  book  on  colour-photography  by  Dr.  Mebes,  published 
Berlin,  a  formula  is  given  for  making  a  safe  light  for 
n-king  autochrome  plates.  Two  unexposed  photographic 
ites  of  the  required  size  are  fixed,  washed,  and  dried, 
le  is  then  stained  for  fifteen  minutes  in  a  solution  of 
thyl  violet  (15  grains  in  3^  oz.  of  water),  and  the  other 
a  solution  of  filter  yellow  K.  (75  grains  in  3  ^oz.  of  water) . 
hen  dry  the  two  plates  are  bound  together,  and  transmit 
very  deep  ruby  light,  which  the  author  says  is  quite 
fe  for  developing  autochromes  and  similar  plates. 

Flat  Mounting. 

Many  are  the  processes  recommended  for  mounting  prints 
that  they  do  not  "cockle"  when  dry.  Personally,  I 
ways  use  a  hot  solution  of  gelatin,  but  this  method  is 
lisidered  unsatisfactory  by  many  workers.  Shellac,  used 
one  way  or  another,  is  often  recommended,  but  the 
Uowing  process,  given  in  the  "Photographic  Monthly'' 
(  Mr.  Cherril,  I  do  not  remember  having  seen  before  : 
■at  the  back  of  the  dry  (and  preferably  untrimmed)  print 
th  a  solution  of  shellac  in  methylated  spirit.  When  the 
rnish  is  dry,  the  print  may  be  mounted  at  once  or  at 
y  future  time.  To  mount  it,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to 
b  over  the  surface  to  which  it  is  to  be  stuck  with  a 
lall  quantity  of  a  mixture  of  spirit  and  acetone,  and  to 
iply  the  print  at  once  with  a  firm  pressure,  which  should 
tend  over  all  the  surface.  In  two  minutes  the  solvents 
11  be  uissipated,  and  the  mounting  will  be  complete.

Toning  Bromides. 

When  Mr.  Winthorpe  Somerville  treats  the  subject  of 
lomide-toning  one  usually  expects  to  hear  something  of 
alue,  and  those  who  heard  his  recent  lecture  before  the 
outh  Suburban  Society  were  not  disappointed  in  this 

spect.  One  of  the  features  of  this  particular  lecture  was 
ie  number  of  formulas  Mr.  Somerville  gave,  and  which 
iould  prove  of  great  use  to  photographic  chemists.  The 
se  of  ammonium  sulphide  was  strongly  recommended  in 
'ace  of  the  usual  sodium  sulphide  for  sepia-toning,  and 
s  a  working-solution  one  part  of  the  commercial  article 
iade  up  to  fifty  parts  with  water  was  advised.  For  the 
reduction  of  red  tones  with  pure  whites  he'  gave  the 
olio-wing  formula  : 

Ammonium  carbonate  (saturated 

solution)    1  oz. 

Copper  sulphate    10  grains 

Potassium  ferricyanide    25  grains 

he  precipitate  first  formed  on  the  addition  of  the  copper- 
ut  to  the  ammoniacal  solution  is  redissolved  before  the 
ddition  of  the  ferricyanide.  If  the  whites  are  stained, 
he  prints  should  be  immersed  in  a  hypo-bath  and  then  in 
solution  containing  J,  per  cent,  of  0.880  ammonia.  It  will 
>e  observed  that  this  formula  is  a  modification  of  the  old 
'ergusson  process,  and,  as  fine  red  tones  are  said  to  be  pro- 
ceed m  three  or  four  minutes,  it  must  be  considered  as  an 


improvement  on  the  older  method.  For  permanent  green 
tones  the  following  is  recommended  : 

Ferric  chloride       ...       ...       ...  1  grain 

Oxalic  acid  (saturated  solution)  ...  60  minims 
Vanadium  chloride  (10-per-cent.

The  time  required  for  toning  varies  with  the  particular 
colour  desired,  about  two  minutes  being  sufficient  to  pro- 
duce on  olive-green.  After  toning,  the  prints  are  washed 
until  the  whites  are  pure,  when  they  are  transferred  to  a 
bath  of  boric  acid  and  hypo  for  one  minute,  and  finally 
washed  for  ten  minutes.  The  blue  toner  is  made  by  dis- 
solving : 


Potassium  ferricyanide 
Ferric  ammonium  citrate 
Nitric  acid 

Water   


2  grains 
1  grain 

3  minims 
4oz. 


Tone  until  the  desired  colour  is  obtained,  then  wash  tils 
the  whites  are  pure.  Treat  with  the  boric-acid  bath  as  for 
green  tones.  In  all  these  processes  it  is  necessary,  in  order 
to  get  rid  of  the  unconverted  ferrocyanide  compounds,  to 
immerse  the  prints  after  washing  in  the  boric  acid  and 
hypo-bath. 

Hypo   1  oz.

This  bath  must  be  kept  acid. 
While  dealing  with  the  subject,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
some  further  formulae  for  double-process  toning  which 
have  appeared  recently  in  a  German  photographic  paper. 
The  bleaching  is  carried  out  in  the  following  solution  :

For  Warts. 

In  the  "Bulletin  General  de  Thtrapie "  Mantelin  re- 
commends for  the  treatment  of  warts  on  the  hands  and  lips. 
9  grains  of  magnesia  taken  internally  daily,  with  local 
applications  of  the  following  : 

Chloral    90  grains 

Acetic  acid   90  grains 

Salicylic  acid    60  grains 

Ether    60  grains 

Collodion    225  grains 

Mix. 

Itch. 

The  "Hospital"  states  that  the  old-fashioned  remedy 
of  sulphur  in  the  form  of  an  ointment  still  remains  the 
most  generally  useful  application  in  scabies.  But  in  order 
to  effect  a  cure  rapidly,  and  without  the  production  of  a 
subsequent  sulphur  dermatitis  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  treatment  thoroughly  at  the  first,  and  not  to  continue 
it  too  long.  A  lotion  of  liq.  carbonis  detergentes  to  a  pint 
•of  water,  or,  better  still,  in  calamine  lotion)  relieves  the 
itching  which  is  felt  after  the  course  of  sulphur  treatment. 
The  following  is  a  suitable  prescription  for  the  sulphur 
ointment  in  the  case  of  an  adult  :

OiUcf-Sage  Poisoning. 

In  our  issue  of  February  29,  p.  319,  we  reported  a  case 
of  fatal  poisoning  with  oil  of  sage  investigated  by  the 
Deputy-Coroner  for  Leicester.  A  woman,  aged  forty-four, 
had  taken  two  teaspoon fuls  of  the  oil  to  relieve  asthma.  Dr. 
Henry  T.  M.  Whiteling  communicates  to  the  "Lancet" 
(1908,  I.,  1074)  notes  on  the  case,  stating  that  some  of  the 
symptoms  may  be  considered  characteristic  of  all  essential 
oils,  and  from  experiments  quoted  he  considers  that  doses 
of  30  to  40  drops  would  generally  cause  severe  symptoms, 
if  not  death.    Dr.  Whiteling  adds  : 

The  oil  which  was  the  cause  of  this  woman's  death  had  in 
the  first  instance  been  imported  from  Austria.  This  is 
worthy  of  the  remark  that  the  English  salvia  officinalis  only 
contains  a  sesquiterpene  C.sH24,  while  foreign  salvia  con- 
tains two  terpenes — thujone  C,oHi60  and  camphor  CioH,60. 
The  oil  was  analysed  by  two  independent  analysts  [Messrs. 
Harvey  and  Wilkin,  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  and  Mr.  Lewis  Ough, 
of  John  Richardson  &  Co..  Leicester]  and  was  found  normal. 
The  specific  gravity  was  0  9229.  Optical  rotation  +13.6°  in 
100  millimetres.  Two  volumes  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol, 
soluble. 

Red  Noses.

TT7"  HOOPING-COUGH,  or  pertussis,  is  an  infectious 
VV  disease  affecting  the  upper  air-passages.  Childrer 
are  most  susceptible  to  it,  although  it  is  by  no  means  un  I 
common  in  adults.  One  attack  generally  confers  immunity 
Recent  research  points  to  its  being  caused  by  a  bacillus  oi 
similar  type  to  the  influenza  bacillus.  It  has  been  expert' 
mentally  communicated  to  cats,  and  they  may  possibly  bt 
sources  of  infection.  It  is  almost  always  acquired  bj 
association  with  the  patient,  and  is  not  carried  by  third 
parties. 

The  incubation  period  is  from  seven  to  ten  days,  and  i; 
followed  by  the  catarrhal  stage,  which  may  last  the  saint, 
time  and  is  characterised  by  an  ordinary  cough,  some; 
running  at  the  eyes,  and  slight  fevyrishness ;  this  is  fol 
lowed  by  the  paroxysmal  stage,  the  recognition  of  the 
characteristic  whoop  of  which  is  essential  to  the  diagnosis1 
In  infants  it  is  a  very  dangerous  disease  on  account  of  the 
possible  complications — broncho-pneumonia  is  the  most 
common  of  these,  and  its  onset  is  recognised  by  increase  oi 
fever  and  quickening  of  breathing,  a  certain  sign  of  the 
necessity  for  skilled  medical  assistance.  Convulsions  are 
another  common  cause  of  death  in  young  infants,  and  ma) 
be  due  to  the  cerebral  irritation  caused  by  the  paroxysm,  oi 
even  to  deficient  oxygenation  of  the  blood  from  the  same 
cause.  Death  from  cerebral  haemorrhage  sometimes  occurs 
but  is  not  common.  Small  haemorrhages  into  the  skin  anc 
surface  of  the  eyeball  are  common,  so  is  bleeding  from  the 
nose,  but  these  are  not  of  serious  import. 

Patients  suffering  from  whooping-cough,  in  fine  want 
weather,  should  be  as  much  in  the  open  air  as  possible,  but 
in  winter  and  spring  young  children  and  infants  are  mud 
better  indoors,  proper  attention  being  given  to  the  venti 
lating  and  airing  of  rooms — this  applies  also  to  elderlj 
people,  in  whom  it  is  a  very  distressing  disease.  When  thi 
paroxysmal  period  has  passed,  a  change  of  air,  particularl) 
to  the  seaside  in  summer,  is  undoubtedly  beneficial,  and  will 
often  banish  the  last  remnants  of  cough  better  than  anj 
medicinal  treatment.  With  regard  to  the  latter  treatment 
it  may  be  said  at  once  that  it  is  quite  certain  that  no  drugs 
shorten  the  course  of  the  disease.  In  the  catarrhal  stage  it 
is  a  good  practice  to  give  a  mild  diaphoretic  mixture  with  a 
little  ipecacuanha,  and  in  the  paroxysmal  stage  bromide; 
and  belladonna  have  a  reputation  of  long  standing.  One 
grain  of  ammonium  bromide  for  each  year  of  life  may  be 
given  every  four  hours  with  an  ordinary  children's  cough- 
mixture  basis ;  but  belladonna  should  not  be  prescribed  bj 
any  but  a  qualified  medical  man.  Bromoform  has  been  a 
good  deal  used  lately,  but  I  have  not  tried  it,  as  I  believe  it 
to  be  a  dangerous  drug,  especially  as  it  has  a  trick  of  separat- 
ing from  suspension,  and  as  a  result  of  this  several 
poisoning  cases  have  lately  been  recorded,  ^ntipyrin  has 
also  been  largely  used,  and  as  children  seem  to  tolerate  it 
well,  small  doses  may  be  given;  it  has  the  advantage  oi 
being  almost  tasteless  and  soluble  in  water.  Cresoline  and 
creosote  vapours  have  been  credited  -with  good  results,  ana 
painting  the  throat  with  resorcin  solution.  In  adults,  in 
halations  of  steam  containing  a  little  creosote,  eucalyptus  oil 
or  tr.  benz.  co.  have  a  very  beneficial  effect,  and  in  infants 
severe  paroxysms  are  relieved  by  placing  a  hot  sponge  ovei 
the  larynx.  If  an  infant  does  not  appear  to  be  able  to  get 
rid  of  the  mucus  during  a  paroxysm,  the  finger  passed  round 
the  back  of  the  throat  so  as  to 'hook  out  the  mucus  may  be 
the  means  of  saving  life.  As  an  attack  of  whooping-cough 
makes  the  lungs  particularly  vulnerable  to  tuberculosis,  1 
is  impossible  to  give  too  much  attention  to  clothing  (light 
and  woollen),  air,  light,  and  feeding,  during  and  after 
convalescence

Warranties. 


Ci  lusion  of  the  V  inter  Issue  article  on  the  Law  of  Continuing 
Varranties,  by  Mr.  \V.  .Marshall  Freeman.  Barrister»at=  Lav, 
f  the  .Middle  Temple  and  the  Midland  Circuit. 

I>  895  came  Iorns  v.  Van  Tromp — a  ginger  case — decided 
b\  lr.  Justice  Cave  and  Mr.  Justice  \\  right.  The  former, 
in  is  judgment,  referred  to  Laid/aw  v.  U  ilson  and  quoted 
w:t  Mr.  Justice  Charles  had  said  in  that  case,  to  the  effect 
th"  it  was  not  necessary  to  use  the  actual  word  "war- 
ray"  or  warrant,"  but  that  it  was  enough  if  the  language 
of  ie  document  imported  a  warranty  ana  showed  an  mten- 
tii  on  the  part  of  the  vendor  to  warrant.  And  then  the 
le.aed  Judge  went  on  to  repeat  the  observations  on  labels 
qr  ed  above. 

..  1900  another  milk  case  came  up  for  decision  (Robert- 
s&'r.  Harris).  Here  the  elucidation  of  the  law  was  carried 
a  ep  further,  and  it  should  be  noted,  in  view  of  subse- 
qut  differences  of  opinion  between  the  learned  Judges, 
th  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  and  Mr.  Justice  Darling  ad  judi- 
cal here.  It  was  decided  in  this  case  that,  assuming  the 
agement  between  wholesaler  and  retailer  to  amount  to  a 
w.:anty  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  there  must  be 
so ;  evidence  in  writing  to  show  that  the  particular  milk 
so  to  the  inspector  was  purchased  by  the  retailer  with  that 
wanty,  and  that  in  the  absence  of  such  evidence  the 
agement  afforded  no  defence  to  the  retailer.  This  case 
br-gs  us  to  the  consolidation,  as  it  were,  of  the  general 
pr:iple  that  where  a  specific  article  is  sold  a  specific  war- 
ra  y  is  necessary ;  but  where  the  article  sold  is  one  forming 
pa  of  a  contract  upon  which  a  general  warranty  was  given 
uuded  to  cover  all  deliveries,  there  must  be  written 
evence  to  connect  this  article  with  the  contract  of  which 
it  alleged  to  form  a  part.  But  now  comes  a  break  in 
thviontinuity  of  these  cases.  Elliott  v.  Pilcher,  heard  in 
19 1  by  Mr.  Justice  Bigham  and  Mr.  Justice  Ridley,  was  a 
ca?in  which  it  was  decided  that  it  was  not  necessary  for 
th-lefendant  to  prove  a  specific  written  warranty  in  rela- 
tic  to  each  specific  delivery,  and  further  that  there  was  no 
ne  ;sity  for  written  evidence  to  be  adduced  to  connect  the 
pa'.cular  article  sold  with  the  general  warranty  relied 
up L  How  the  Judges  came  to  depart  so  seriously  from 
thorevious  decisions  is  not  altogether  clear,  but  it  seems 
th;  they  were  of  opinion  that  the  cases  of  Harris  v.  Mat/ 
anLaidlaw  v.  Wilson  could  not  be  reconciled.  However, 
th  was  the  course  they  took,  and  the  effect  of  it  was  to 
di'rt  the  decisions  of  the  inferior  Courts  for  some  time 
fro  following  the  ruling  in  Harris  v.  May,  and  in  effect 
El'tt  v.  Pilcher  nowr  took  the  place  of  Harris  v.  May. 
Tl ,  however,  only  continued  until  1906,  w  hen  the  case  of 
W^s  v.  Stevens  (re  milk)  came  before  the  Divisional  Court 
of  ing's  Bench,  this  time  composed  of  Mr.  Justice  Darling 
arrMr.  Justice  Ridley  sitting  with  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Al  rstone.  Here  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  Mr.  Justice 
Daing  held  that  a  general  warranty  offered  no  defence 

there  was  no  evidence  in  writing  to  connect  a  par- 
ticir  portion  of  milk  sold  to  the  inspector  with  the 
waanty  contained  in  the  contract  between  the  retailer 
an he  wholesaler.  From  this,  however,  Mr.  Justice  Ridley 
disnted,  adhering  to  his  previous  decisicn  in  Elliott  v. 
Pit.tr.   As  the  majority  of  the  Court  took  the  contrary 

the  decision  in  Elliott  v.  Pilcher  was  overruled.  The 
Lo  Chief  Justice  said  in  the  course  of  his  judgment  that 
a  lig  series  of  cases  had  established  the  necessity  for  a 
en  connection  between  a  warranty  and  the  particular 
paitl  of  goods. 

-more  recent  case  is  that  of  Evans  v.  Weatheritt . 
•Wed  in  1907.  The  Judges  in  this  case  were  again  Lord 
Ch-  Justice  Alverstone  and  Mr.  Justice  Darling,  and  with 
the  was  Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrence.  There  was  the  usual 
coi  act  between  a  w-holesaler  and  a  retailer  for  supplies  of 
Hu_.  for  twelve  months.  That  portion  which  was  the 
W  ct  of  these  proceedings  had  been  sold  by  the  appellant 
SV  s  to  the  inspector  out  of  a  churn  which  was  accom- 
pai'd  by  a  delivery-note  bearing  the  names  of  the  parties 
^'notifying  the  appellant  Evans  that  he  was  to  receive 
trc  the  wholesalers  a  certain  quantity  therewith.  It  was 
°-e<ed  by  the  Metropolitan  Police '  Magistrate,  on  the 
Pgth  of  Watts  v.  Stevens,  that  this  delivery-note  was 
1115  icient,  inasmuch  as  it  contained  nothing  to  connect  the 


consignment  with  the  contract.  The  Judges  decided  that 
the  Magistrate  was  wrong  :  that  he  had  attached  too  much 
importance  to  the  delivery-note,  and  that  what  the  Court 
had  decided  in  Watts  v.  Stevens  was  not  that  a  separate- 
writing  must  be  given  on  every  occasion,  but  that  there  must 
be  some  writing  connecting  the  particular  consignment  with 
the  warranty  in  the  contract ;  and  that  a  mere  general  state- 
ment that  all  the  milk  supplied  was  pure  would  not  be 
sufficient  to  comply  with  that  requirement.  In  the  present 
case,  observed  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  it  was  not  suggested 
that  Evans  obtained  milk  from  any  other  people  :  the  con- 
tract (which  was  in  writing)  showed  that  all  the  milk  he 
sold  came  from  the  company  whose  delivery-notes  he  pro- 
duced, that  he  was  to  take  the  milk  during  twelve  months, 
and  that  the  milk  in  question  was  delivered  during  one  of 
those  months  :  therefore,  the  contract  was  sufficient  on  the 
face  of  it  to  show  that  there  was  a  connection  between  the 
warranty  it  contained  and  the  particular  consignment  of 
milk  in  this  case,  and  it  was  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  this 
connection  could  only  be  proved  in  one  way.  The  appeal 
was  therefore  allowed,  strangely  enough,  this  seems  to 
incline  to  the  Elliott  v.  Pilcher  decision  again,  and  leaves 
matters  still  more  or  less  in  a  cloudy  state. 

The  latest  "  warranty  "  case  reported  is  that  of  Hargreavcs 
r.  Spackman  (^heard  by  the  Divisional  Court  on  December  9. 
1907).  This  centred  in  Section  25  of  the  Act  of  1875,  which 
provides  that  a  defendant  in  any  prosecution  is  to  be  dis- 
charged if  he  proves  that  he  himseir  bought  the  article  with 
a  written  warranty.  The  point  decided  was  that  the  war- 
ranty must  be  one  from  the  vendor  to  the  person  who  sets 
it  up  as  a  defence  to  the  prosecution — a  warranty  from  a 
person  who  is  not  the  immediate  vendor  is  no  defence.  But 
the  further  point  was  raised,  which  the  Court  did  not  feel 
called'- upon  to  determine  and  which  therefore  remains  an 
open  question,  whether,  if  there  was  a  written  agreement 
transferring  to  the  person  charged  the  benefit  of  the  written 
warranty,  it  would  not  be  a  good  defence.  The  respondent 
in  the  appeal  was  a  milk-vendor  who  purchased  under  a  con- 
tract which  said  that  the  milk  supplied  to  him  by  the  whole- 
salers should  be  "genuine  milk  as  received  from  farmers." 
One  can  so  supplied  bore  the  name  and  address  of  a  farmer 
and  a  warranty  of  purity  on  the  label.  The  Magistrate  found 
that  this  protected  the  respondent,  but  the  Divisional  Court 
have  decided  that  it  did  not  protect  him,  as  it  was  a  warranty 
given  by  the  farmer  to  the  wholesalers,  the  benefit  of  which 
had  not  been  transferred  to  the  respondent ;  £>nd  the  ques- 
tion left  open  was,  whether  the  respondent  would  have  had 
a  good  defence  if  there  had  been  an  agreement  in  writing 
between  the  wholesalers  and  himself  that  he  was  to  have  the 
benefit  of  warranties  given  by  farmers  to  the  wholesalers. 
Mr.  Justice  Channell  observed  that  his  present  idea  was 
that  he  would  have  a  good  defence,  but  it  was  not  necessary 
to  determine  that  point. 

What  is  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter?  It  seems 
to  be  that  there  are  two  essentials  in  a  general  warranty 
defence  :  one  is  that  the  warranty  must  appear  in  a  written 
contract,  the  other  that  the  written  contract  must  be  proved 
to  cover  the  specific  delivery  out  of  which  the  prosecution 
arises.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Curtis  Bennett,  the 
able  and  learned  Magistrate  whose  decision  was  reversed  in 
Evans  v.  Weatheritt.  had  taken  the  view  that  most  people 
would  have  taken  of  the  judgment  in  Watts  v.  Stevens — 
i.e.,  that  a  written  document  (such  as  a  delivery-note)  must 
necessarily  be  furnished  with  each  delivery,  connecting  that 
delivery  with  the  warranty  in  the  contract.  Now  it  appears 
that  such  is  not  the  case  :  that  the  written  document  about 
which  so  much  has  been  said  in  the  course  of  these  various 
cases  is  the  actual  written  contract  itself  :  and  that  what  is 
required  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  clear  evidence  to  show 
that  a  particular  consignment  is  covered  by  that  written 
contract  and  the  warranty  it  contains.  Obviously  the  safest 
course  for  a  purchaser  receiving  supplies  under  a  contract  is 
to  insist  upon  having  a  delivery-note  with  each  supply, 
describing  what  is  being  delivered  to  him  as  being  "ex 
contract  of  such-and-such  a  date."  That  will  safeguard  him 
in  regard  to  any  particular  contract  for  regular  supplies  of 
a  certain  defined  article. 

Another  aspect  of  the  general  warranty  question  which 
touches  especially  traders  who  buy  a  variety  of  things  from 
wholesale  houses  deserves  notice.  Take  the  case  of  the 
chemist  who  orders  a  score  of  different  drucs  at  one  time  in 
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small  oaantities  from  his  wholesale  house,  or  the  case  of  the 
grocer  who  buys  perhaps  a  dozen  kinds  of  spice  at  one  time 
from  the  merchant.  These  traders  are  liable  at  any  time  to 
be  summoned  in  respect  of  one  of  such  articles.  How,  when 
so  summoned,  can  they  plead  warranty?  In  many,  per- 
haps the  majority  of  cases,  they  would  find  themselves 
entirely  unprotected.  The  mere  production  of  an  invoice 
bearing  a  warranty  in  general  terms,  or  of  a  label  alleged  to 
have  been  attached  to  the  article  purchased,  will  be  a  very 
frail  reed  to  lean  upon.  The  warranty  and  its  application 
must  be  proved  as  conclusively  in  the  case  of  a  small  article 
purchased  in  a  general  order  as  in  that  of  a  delivery  of,  say, 
cod-liver  oil  or  cream  or  tartar  under  a  season's  ,  contract. 
How,  then,  can  this  be  arranged  for  at  a  minimum  of  trouble 
and  with  a  maximum  of  safety?  It  would  appear  that 
there  are  two  ways  of  arranging  it.  One  is  to  enter  into  a 
written  contract  with  one  wholesale  firm  only  to  supply  all 
such  small  parcels  for  a  definite  period — say.  for  six  or 
twelve  months — under  warranty,  and  then  take  care  that 
■each  invoice  bears  a  declaration  that  the  gocds  thereon  de- 
scribed are  sold  as  being  a  portion  of  the  contract  of  the 
given  date.

so  ordered  to  the  effect  that  they  are  supplied  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  order,  which  order  can  of  course  be 
identified  by  its  number  and  date.

poisonma  Cases. 


^EVEN  deaths  from  poisons  have  occurred  since  our  last 
O  record.  Oxalic  acid  was  taken  by  John  Allen  Grogan, 
of  Sheffield,  who  was  depressed  because  he  could  get  no 
work. — Walter  Matthews  (43),  a  Kilburn  traveller,  poisoned 
himself  with  "  dark  cresylic  acid." — At  West  Hampstead 
a  young  artist,  named  Detmold,  obtained  two  2-oz.  bottles 
of  chloroform  from  Dr.  Shooldon,  with  whom  he  lived,  with 
the  object  of  chloroforming  stray  cats.  Detmold  chloro- 
formed two  cats  and  then  himself. — A  man  named  Oak- 
shott,  who  lived  in  Upper  Holloway,  died  from  prussic-acid 
poisoning.  At  the  inquest  Mr.  George  Dickinson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  deposed  to  having  sold  opium  and  morphine 
to  the  deceased,  but  never  potassium  cyanide. — The  poison- 
ing of  Annie  Smurthwaite,  of  Eedcar  (C.  <b  D.,  March  28, 
p.  470),  still  remains  a  mystery.  At  the  adjourned  inquest 
on  April  13,  the  report  of  Mr.  Thomas  Fairley,  of  Leeds, 
the  public  analyst,  showed  that  the  fluid  from  the  stomach 
contained  0.2  gr.  of  morphine.  There  were  no  other 
poisons  present,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  poison- 
ing by  morphine  hydrochloride,  but  how.  when,  and  by 
whom  administered  there  was  no  evidence  to  show." 
Analysis  of  the  seidlitz  powders  obtained  from  Mr.  Sowler, 
the  greengrocer',  showed  that  they  were  genuine  and  con- 
tained no  morphine.  Sergeant  Gamble  said  he  had  made 
inquiries  at  all  the  chemists'  shops  in  Stockton,  Thornaby, 
Middlesbrough,  and  Redcar.  but  no  evidence  of  anyone 
having  purchased  morphine  during  the  fortnight  previous 
to  the  death  of  deceased  could  be  found.  Mr.  Edwin 
Goddard,  of  Mandall  &  Co.,  of  Stockton,  manufacturers 
of  the  headache-powders,  which  the  girl  was  said  to 
have  taken  occasionally,  said  the  phenacetin  was 
bought  in  bulk,  and  the  powders  were  mixed  under  the 
supervision  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Moreover,  they 
did  not  keep  any  morphine  in  the  place.  Mr.  R.  Sowler, 
who  sold  the  seidlitz  powder,  stated  that  he  had  no  mor- 
phine in  any  form  in  the  shop  or  in  his  house.  A  letter 
was  put  in  from  the  manufacturers  of  the  seidlitz  powders 
<Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.)  which  stated  that  in 
the  department  in  which  the  powders  were  made  up  nothing 
of  a  poisonous  nature  was  kept. — A  Marvlebone  coster- 
monger,  John  Bunyon,  poisoned  himself  with  spirit  of  salt. 
— At  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Incurables,  Dublin,  a  patient 
named  Cassidy  died  as  the  result  of  taking  sulphonal 
tablets,  which  he  alleged  had  been  given  to  him  by  a  lady 
visitor.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  Fiery)  animadverted  strongly 
on  the  reprehensible  and  dangerous  practice  of  outsiders 
bringing  in  medicines  to  patients,  and  the  jury  added  a 
rider  to  their  verdict  condemning  the  practice.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Ammon.  Carb. — English  makers  again  raised  their  prices 
from  April  1 ;  the  German  market  follows  these  quotations  to 
a  certain  extent,  but  there  are  lower  offers  in  second-hands. 

Antimony. — The  market  has  weakened  again.  Crude  anti- 
mony is  still  quoted  in  Hamburg  at  52m.  per  100  kilos.,  but 
there  seems  a  probability  that  large  shipment  lots  may  be 
bought  as  low  as  45m.  per  100  kilos. 

AeSENIC. — The  small  demand,  especially  for  export,  has 
resulted  in  unusually  low  prices  for  white  arsenic  in  lump  and 
powder,  the  latter  being  obtainable  at  50m.  to  52m.  per 
100  kilos.  Yellow  and  red  arsenic,  on  the  contrary,  have 
maintained  their  values. 

Balsam  Peru.-  -During  the  last  few  weeks  importers  have 
been  inclined  to  regard  this  product  as  firm,  with  a  tendency 
towards  higher  prices;  but  until  now  there  has  been  no  in- 
dication of  this,  and  quotations  at  present  are  at  16m.  per 
kilo,  in  original  packages. 

Camphor  (Refined). — In  spite  of  last  week's  reduction  of 
50m.  per  100  kilos.,  the  market  remains  uncertain,  and 
already  there  are  offers  below  that  price. 

Citric  Acid. — In  view  of  the  low  price  it  was  thought  that 
quotations  had  fallen  to  their  lowest  level.  This,  however, 
seems  to  be  contradicted  by  the  fact  that  the  Banco  di  Sicilia. 
which  had  already  advanced  money  for  large  quantities  of 
raw  material,  has  now  decided  to  stop  doing  so.  Associa- 
tions have  been  formed  which  have  bought  up  70  to  80  tons 
of  citric  acid  at  245m.  The  advantage  of  this  transaction  can 
hardly  be  seen  just  at  present. 

Cocaine. — The  low  prices  consequent  on  competition  have 
awakened  great  interest  in  this  product.  Large  quantities 
are  said  to  have  been  sold,  as  the  buyers  are  secured  from  all 
risk  by  the  low  prices  of  the  makers.  At  the  same  time  there 
has  been  a  rise  in  raw  cocaine,  although  this  does  not  corre- 
spond with  the  heavy  decline  in  hydrochloride.  The  Ham- 
burg stocks  of  crude  cocaine,  amounting  to  about  2,000  to 
3,000  kilos.,  will,  however,  affect  the  market  and  keep  prices 
down,  as  the  German  factories  are  no  longer  confined  to 
Peruvian  coca-leaves,  but  for  the  most  part  prefer  the  Java 
product. 

Dextrin. — Business  has  been  dull  for  some  time,  and 
although  actual  needs  are  covered,  consumers  are  not  inclined 
to  buy  large  quantities.  In  consequence  of  this  the  expected 
advance  has  not  set  in,  and  there  is  an  abundance  of  dextrin 
on  the  market  at  30im.  to  31m.  per  100  kilos,  for  prime 
quality. 

Glycerin. — The  manufacturers'  convention  announced  ai 
price-reduction  of  12m.  per  100  kilos,  on  April  3,  so  that  quota- 
tions are  at  present  between  112m.  and  107m.  per  100  kilos., 
according  to  quantity. 

Menthol  is  firmer,  with  an  increased  demand,  and  it  is 
probable  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  present  conditions 
to  cover  largely  for  the  coming  months.  This,  however,  re- 
mains to  be  seen,  as  it  is  impossible  to  foresee  how  the 
Japanese  market  may  develop.  The  local  market  (Hamburg) 
quotes  15.50m.  to  16m.  per  kilo,  in  transitu  for  the  best  brands. 

Oxalic  Acid. — The  scarcity  which  existed  last  year  is  no 
longer  apparent,  there  being  ample  stocks  at  the  somewhat 
lower  quotations  of  65m.  to  66m.  per  100  kilos.  The  makers 
have  disposed  of  their  production  for  some  time. 

Quillaia. — The  high  price-level  attained  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  has  been  well  maintained.  Supplies  of  bark  from 
the  new  peeling  have  been  received,  but,  generally  found  their 
way  into  firm  hands.  As  the  demand  is  always  good,  and 
particularly  brisk  just  at  present,  it  may  be  assumed  that 
present  quotations  for  cut.  bark — 64m.  to  65m.  per  100  kilos. — 
will  be.  maintained  for  some  time. 

Tin  Preps. — The  improved  tone  may  be  attributed  to  the 
heavy  demand,  and  as  this  is  much  greater  than  was  antici- 
pated prices  for  all  preparations  have  gone  up.  Oxide  of  tin 
has  been  advancing  slowly  for  some  time,  and  quotations  are 
already  290m.  per  100  kilos. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  April  7. 
Only  a  moderate  volume  of  business  was  transacted  in  the 
drug-market  during  the  week,  and  jobbing  lots  comprised  the 
greater  part  of  the  sales.  Some  interesting  price-changes 
have  taken  place,  however,  among  which  may  be  noted  lower 
figures  for  opium,  hydrastis,  peppermint  oil,  and  r.ux  vomica,  ' 
and  higher  prices  for  spearmint  oil,  cocaine,  and  Canadai 
balsam. 

Canada  Balsam.  —  Supplies  are  scarcely  equal  to  the  demand, 
and  the  available  product  is  now  held  at  $4  to  $4.10  for  barrels 
and  cans  respectively — an  advance  pf  25c.  The  Oregon 
variety  is  comparatively  quiet  at  unchanged  prices. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  in  a  very  weak  position  in  all  markets, 
with  little  chance  of  recovery  now  that  the  peeling  season  is  • 
approaching.    No  further  reduction  in  open  quotations  has 
taken  place,  but  it  is  hardly  likely  that  any  considerable 
quantity  would  bring  7jc. 
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Copaiba. — A  satisfactory  business  has  been  done  in  C.  and 
S.  American,  partly  for  European  account.  Prices  stretch 
from  45c.  to  55c  as  to  grade  and  seller,  50c.  being  easily 
obtained  for  U.S. P.    Para  is  worth  90c.  to  $1. 

Hydrastis. — No  movement,  of  any  consequence  has  taken 
place,  and  the  continued  dulness  induced  some  needy  holders 
to  offer  at  $1.95.  The  main  supplies  on  this  market  are 
(irmly  held  at  $2  meantime,  and  even  a  moderate  show  of 
interest  would  result  in  higher  prices. 

Guarana. — Available  supplies  are  pretty  well  controlled, 
and  $2.10  to  $2.20  are  the  prices  quoted. 

IPECAC,  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  position  from  the  holders' 
point  of  view,  conditions  of  dulness  and  weight  of  stock  being 
reflected  in  a  further  decline  to  95c.  for  Cartagena  of  fair 
quality. 

Messina  Essences. — Owing  to  the  easier  primary  position 
and  competition  induced  by  lack  of  consuming  interest,  the 
spot  market  is  in  pretty  bad  shape,  with  further  declines 
announced  in  most  descriptions. 

Nux  Vomica  is  plentiful,  and  some  holders  are  anxious  to 
move  their  stocks,  good  manufacturing  grade  being  offered 
at  2|c. 

Opium. — With  a  reduction  to  $4.35  in  case  quotations  busi- 
ness sensibly  improved,  and  the  market,  partially  regaining 
its  former  position,  was  established  at  the  close  on  a  basis  of 
$4.37g  to  $4.40  for  case  and  open  parcels  respectively. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — Dealers  at  primary  sources 
have  modified  their  views  somewhat,  and  cheaper  offerings 
from  that  quarter  brought  the  local  prices  down  to  $1.60  for 
"  tin  oil." 

Spearmint  Oil  is  again  higher  at  $7.25  to  $8,  with  no  end  to 
the  soaring  tendency  in  sight. 

Japanese  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Yokohama,  April . 
The  drug  and  chemical  markets  have  been  quiet,  and  there 
have  been  only  a  few  changes  in  price  to  report.  In  export 
articles  preparations  of  iodine  are  decidedly  higher,  owners 
being  reluctant  to  sell ;  present  quotation  is  3.55  yen  for 
potass,  iodide,  6.00  yen  for  iodoform  and  3.90  yen  for  crude 
iodine  100  per  cent.  Menthol  is  dull,  with  only  hand  to  mouth 
transactions  at  4.25  yen  per  catty.  Peppermint  oil  is  also 
weak  at  2.60  yen  per  catty.  Dry  ginger  is  wanted  at  12.00 
per  picul.  Aniseed  is  steady  at  6.50  yen  per  picul. 
In  import  articles  tartaric  acid  is  firm  at  60  sen  per  lb. 
Refined  borax  is  firmer  at  11.50  yen  per  picul.  Cocaine 
hydrochlor.  is  quoted  at  4.50  yen  per  oz.,  with  a  falling  ten- 
dency. Cocoa-butter  is  quoted  at  1.00  yen.  Bismuth  subnit. 
is  steady  at  3.25  yen  to  3.30  yen  per  lb.,  stock  being  low. 
Morphine  muriate  is  firm  at  .70  yen.  Codeine  phosph.  is 
quoted  higher  at  6.00  yen  per  oz.  and  pure  caffeine  at  7.50  yen 
per  lb.  Quinine  is  low  at  33  sen  per  oz.,  while  muriate  stands 
at  42  sen  per  oz.  Ipecac  is  falling,  the  best  Rio  root  being 
obtainable  at  4.60  yen  per  lb.  Santonin  is  weak  at  7.50  yen  per 
lb.  Sulphonal  is  steady  at  6.00  yen  per  lb.,  and  saffron  weak  at 
27  yen  per  catty.  Potassium  bromide  is  low  at  32  sen  per  lb. 
for  German.

Ball-fruit,  when  freed  from  seeds  and  preserved  with 
sugar,  makes  an  admirable  preparation  for  the  relief  of 
diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  writes  an  Indian  correspondent, 
and  is  greatly  used  throughout  India  for  that  purpose. 
Chemists  in  England  would  do  well  to  import  it  in  the 
preserved  form,  as  the  fruit  itself  loses  its  properties  if  kept 
for  any  length  of  time.  In  India  the  fruit  is  used  before  it 
ripens,  and  the  pectine  to  which  its  properties  are  due  is 
then  most  active. 

Netherlands  Drug  and  Chemical  Exports — The  imports 
of  drugs,  paints,  and  chemicals  into  the  Netherlands  during 
1907  amounted  to  601,761  tons,  against  579,270  tons  in  1906. 
In  1907  the  imports  into  Amsterdam  alone  were  90,025  tons, 
as  against  78,270  tons  in  1906.  Last  year  the  imports  of  these 
goods  from  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  27,101  tons,  as 
against  21,041  tons  in  1906.  Exports  of  similar  goods  from 
the  Netherlands  last  year  amounted  to  452,107  tons,  against 
442,007  tons  in  1906.  Of  this  amount  Amsterdam  exported 
69,688  tons  in  1907  and  46,345  tons  in  1906.  The  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  were  58,514  tons,  or  12,000  tons  less  than  in 
1906.  The  principal  countries  to  which  these  goods  were 
exported  were  Germany,  Belgium,  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
in  the  order  named.

The  Apprenticeship  Problem. 
Sir, — "Spectator's"  letter  hits  the  mark  precisely.  I 
want  an  apprentice.  I  advertised  in  two  well-known  penny 
dailies,  and  received  several  replies.  I  offered  to  teach  the 
business,  both  commercial  and  scientific,  giving  tuition  suffi- 
cient to  obviate  the  necessity  of  attending  Minor  classes, 
and  easy  hours,  with  a  nominal  salary  from  commencement. 

I  asked  for  a  small  premium,  as  a  matter  of  good  faith, 
and  I  am  still  without  an  apprentice.  To  get  at  the  root 
of  the  evil  we  must  take  "Spectator's"  two  sentences: 
"  Although  it  may  seem  .  .  .  their  own  part  of  the  bargain," 
and  "  Altogether,  anyone  encouraging  a  man  .  .  .  traitor 
to  the  craft."  There  we  have  the  gist  of  the  whole  ques- 
tion. It  is  rather  a  strong  indictment,  but  it  is  one  we 
cannot  close  our  eyes  to.  A  palliative  is  possible,  but  a 
drastic  purgative  is  required,  and  how  is  it  going  to  be 
administered  ?  Anyone  who  lias  had  anything  to  do  with 
pharmacy  clashes  knows  full  well  the  utter  lack  of  appren- 
ticeship training.  It  is  deplorable.  It  has  been  going  on 
for  years.  I  asked  a  three  years'  youth  what  "  hiera  picra  " 
is.  He  did  not  know.  And  as  for  such  things  as  materia 
medica,  the  very  backbone  of  a  chemist's  training,  it 
appears  to  be  woefully  neglected  during  apprenticeship. 
In  spite  of  modern  commercialism  and  the  "rush"  of 
modern  business  life,  there  surely  remains  some  little  time 
which  could  be  devoted  to  the  youth's  future  welfare,  and 
it  is  only  by  so  doing  that  we  can  hope  to  render  a  service 
to  the  "  future.  "  chemist  and  make  him  a  credit  and  not  a 
disgrace  to  our  caliing.

Sir, — On  reading  the  letter  dealing  with  apprenticeship 
in  last  week's  C.  D.  it  struck  me  that  a  few  lines  from 
one  who  has  been  apprenticed  in  the  right  sense  of  the  word 
might  be  appreciated.  I  was  apprenticed  to  my  father  at 
the  age  of  sixteen,  after  leaving  school  and  passing  the 
Preliminary.  From  8  a.m.  until  11  a.m.  each  morning  I 
carried  out  the  usual  routine  work  of  the  shop.  From 

II  a.m.  until  1  p.m.  every  morning  I  went  to  study.  Two 
mornings  a  week  I  did  materia  medica,  one  morning 
"  Pereira,"  three  mornings  chemistry  and  B.P.,  varying 
the  studios  with  dose  learning,  theoretical  dispensing,  etc. 
In  the  afternoon  my  father  used  to  take  me  through  the 
morning's  work,  afterwards  filling  up  the  rest  of  the  day  in 
the  shop.  In  actual  shop  work  I  made,  and  still  make,  all 
the  tinctures,  ointments,  pills,  etc.,  of  the  B.P. — pills  either 
by  hand,  or  in  large  quantities  by  Pindar's  machinery. 
For  tinctures  all  drugs  of  the  finest  quality  were  bought 
crude,  such  as  rad.  rhei,  cardamoms  in  the  husks,  etc., 


never  ready  ground,  but  were  powdered,  decorticated,  and 
ground  by  me.    I  also  attended  the  Municipal  Technical 
Schools  for  practical  and  theoretical  chemistry,  and  soon 
passed  the  South  Kensington  Advanced  Stage  II.  examina- 
tions in  both.    I  dispensed  many  most  difficult  prescrip-  ; 
tions,  and  at  eighteen  years  of  age  passed  the  Apothecaries'  | 
Society's  Assistants'  examination  at  the  first  attempt,  just 
to  have  an  object  to  work  for  until  going  up  for  the  Minor.  ! 
I  then  came  back  home,  and  finally  went  to  the  Westminster  ] 
College  for  four  and  a  half  months.    I  was  twenty-one  in 
the  November  and  passed  in  the  following  January,  also  J 
securing  the  silver  medal  for  chemistry.    It  may  be  said 
that  as  a  son  I  was  entitled  to  preferential  treatment,  but 
my  father  had  several  other  apprentices,  all  of  whom  I 
received  exactly  the  same  treatment  and  all  of  whom 
easily  passed  the  Minor  and  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
examinations.    That  is  the  kind  of  curriculum  I  should  be  1 
in  favour  of.    Let  the  master  instruct  his  apprentice,  giving  . 
him  time  for  study  and  subsequently  seeing  that  he  has 
studied,  and  at  the  end  of  each  of  his  three  years'  appren- 
ticeship let  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  hold  an  examina- 
tion graduated  in  severity  till  he  is  ready  at  twenty-one  to 
qualify  finally  as  a  well-trained,  thoroughly  practical  phar- 
macist.

Pharmacy  Legislation. 

Sir, — I  subjoin  copies  of  correspondence  with  our  local 
M.P.  re  the  Pharmacy  Bills.

Dear  Sir,— I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Poisons  and; 
Pharmacy  Bills  which  are  now  before  Parliament,  and  ask  j 
you  to  oppose  the  same,  as  it  is  grossly  unjust  to  chemists,  whe 
spend  on  an  average  ten  to  twelve  years  of  their  lives  in. 
training.    To  grant  licence  for  the  sale  of  poison  in  agricul- 
tural districts  is  totally  unnecessary,  as  farmers  and  others 
usually  go  to  a  market-town  each  week,  and  in  the  larger' 
villages  chemists  open  out  fresh  businesses.    The  sale  of 
poisonous  preparations  requires  more  stringent  methods  of 
dealing ;    I,    as   a   chemist,   find   great  difficulty  in  con^ 
trolling  sales,  on  account  of  illicit  trading.    If  grocers  and; 
others  are  allowed  to  sell  poisons,  infant  mortality  and  otnei 
illegal  uses  of  poison  will  increase.    It  should  be  made  s 
criminal  offence  to  give  morphine,  opium,  or  any  prepara 
tion  thereof  to  children  under  seven  years  of  age  without  a 
doctor's  prescription.    I  know  of  women  who  actually  pul 
laudanum  into  milk  for  infants;  and  to  refuse  to  supply  then 
is  simply  giving  your  bread  and  butter  to  irresponsible 
persons,  as  I  have  proved  by  experience.    A  chemist,  to  sell 
arsenical  fly-papers,  has  to  have  signature  and  address  ol 
purchaser,  also  signature  of  a  witness  ;  yet  in  Clause  2  of  thi 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  grant  licence1 
to  grocers  to  sell  other  preparations  of  arsenic.    Why  no 
modify  the  law  as  regards  the  sale,  so  that  chemists  ma; 
oblige  ?    I  also  notice  that  Mr.  Cross,  M.P.,  is  all  m  favou 
of  the  Bill,  but  I  understand  he  has  vested  interests.  .  .  : 
therefore  trust  that  you  and  other  members  will  vote  agains 
the  Bill,  for  chemists  only  seek  for  justice,  and  not  monopoly 
Thanking  you  in  anticipation,  and  hoping  for  a  reply  at  ai

Dear  Sir,— Replying  to  your  favour  re  the  Poisons  and  1  hai 
macy  Bills.  I  agree  with  you  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  issu 
licences  for  the  sale  of  poisons  generally  in  agricultural  dn 
triers.  As  regards  sheep-dips  and  weed-killers,  I  think  the  cae 
is  different.  In  some  parts  of  the  country,  especially  in  th 
highlands  of  Scotland,  farmers  experience  much  difficulty  > 
obtaining  supplies,  but  in  England,  I  understand,  no  such  lac 
obtains.  Though  no  case,  to  my  mind,  is  made  out  for  supe 
seding  the  qualified  chemist,  by  a  licence,  I  think  we  must  t 
'  satisfied  that  the  claims  of  the  public  are  reasonably  met.  >- 
far  as  my  constituency  is  concerned,  these  requirements  ai 
met;  and  unless  the  issue  of  a  licence  is  safeguarded  by 
provision  imposing  the  responsibility  of  proving  a  compie 
lack  of  facility  for  obtaining  supplies  in  a  given  district, 
shall  oppose  the  measure  when  it  reaches  the  Commons.

Sir, — I  notice  that  my  communication  which  obtained  the 
mour  of  insertion. in  your  issue  of  March  28  has  won  the 
■tice  of  three  commentators,  whom  I  beg  to  thank  for  their 
urteous  consideration  of  my  suggestion. 
Mr.  Hawthorne's  suggestion  that  the  "  pure  precipitated 
lphur''  should  be  substituted  for  the  "sublimed,"  I 
mture  to  say,  seems  to  me  to  be  of  value.  If  I  recollect 
ight,  precipitated  sulphur,  at  the  time  the  "  German 
quorice  Powder  "  was  introduced  here,  was  by  no  means 
pure  "  :  it  being  always  at,  or  about,  that  time  consider- 
ly  admixed  with  calcium  sulphate;  but  now  that  dis- 
vantage  has  disappeared,  and  the  "precipitated"  has 
rtainly  the  advantage  of  being  in  a  much  finer  state  of 
vision  than  the  sublimed  sulphur. 

Mr.  Mumbray's  suggestion  is  ingenious.  He  is  right,  of 
urse,  in  saying  that  blanched  almonds  cannot  be  reduced 
a  fine  powder ;  but,  in  my  letter  to  you,  I  did  not  allege 
is,_but  directed  that  they  should  be  "  rubbed  to  a  smooth 
nsistence,"  and  then  I  proceeded  to  say  that  when  the 
MW  ingredients  are  added  "the  whole  makes  a  very 
legant '  powder,"  and  so  it  does.

,5  I  said  in  my  former  letter,  the  miscibility,  and  the 
|ur,  too,  of  the  preparation  I  propose  are  vastly  superior 


to  those  of  the  pharmacopceial  compound.  My  preparation- 
is,  to  my  palate,  tasteless.  I  think  that  to  any  palate  it 
must  be  almost  tasteless ;  but  the  pharmacopceial  prepara- 
tion is  indubitably  nasty.  The  flavour  of  the  almonds 
apparently  blends  with  that  of  the  senna,  so  as  to  produce 
a  negation  of  flavour. 

I  have  often  thought  that  what  may  be  termed  the 
physiology  of  taste  ought  to  be  studied  a  little  more 
seriously  in  the  composition  of  our  medicines. 

Your  accomplished  correspondent  "  Xrayser "  has  men- 
tioned the  ill-advised  attempt,  in  1874,  to  omit  the  fennel  and 
the  sulphur  from  the  pulv.  glyc.  co.  ;  but  it  is  now  the 
opinion  in  medical  circles  that  it  is  the  combination  of  senna 
with  sulphur,  and  not  either  of  them  solely,  which  confers 
its  peculiar  merits  on  the  pulv.  glyc  co.  Those'  merits  are 
unique.  I  think  I  am  correct  in  saying  that  the  prepara- 
tion is  generally  believed  to  be  the  only  laxative  that  softens 
the  stools  without  rendering  them  inconveniently  liquid,  and 
at  the  same  time  serves  as  an  easy,  efficient,  and  reliable 
purgative.  The  advantages  conferred  by  it  on  habitually 
constipated  persons,  and  especially  on  that  very  numerous 
class,  those  who  are  affected  with  piles,  are  very  great 
indeed. 

I  venture  to  think  that  the  amendment  I  have  proposed 
will  be  an  advantage,  not  only  to  the  diabetic  and  gouty, 
but,  as  "  Xrayser  "  has  already  suggested,  to  those  also  who 
are  neither  diabetic  nor  gouty.

Carbon, Bisulphide  for  Eats.

I  tried  all  sorts  of  rat-catchers'  remedies, 
but  a  dose  of  carbon  bisulphide  was  too  much  for  them. 
I  have  not  seen  any  since,  and  it  is  four  years  ago.  All  that 
was  done  was  to  put  it,  as  your  note  suggests,  down  their 
runs.

Lemon-curd. 

Sir, — Here  is  a  recipe  for  the  wivesj  sweethearts,  sisters, i 
or  daughters  of  chemists  and  druggists  for  a  really  excel- 
lent lemon-curd,  as  the  writer  proved  recently  on  a  visit  to  a 
village  at  the  foot  of  the  Cheviot  Hills,  and  got  the  recipe 
from  the  goodwife  who  prepared  it  : 

Take  \  lb.  butter,  -g  lb.  moist  sugar,  and  the  juice  of  one 
lemon,  also  the  essence  out  of  the  rind,  and  melt  these  three 
together  in  a  double  pan.  Then  take  off  the  fire  and  beat  up 
two  fresh  eggs.  Then,  after  the  ingredients  in  the  pan  have 
cooled  a  little,  put  it  back  on  the  fire  or  gas  and  add  the  eggs 
with  frequent  stirring.  When  the  curd  ceases  to  run  freely 
off  the  spoon  and  is  just  a  little  "  tacky  "  it  is  ready,  when 
it  should  be  poured  into  suitable  vessels,  and  you  have  a 
dish  fit  for  a  king. 

I  notice  that  in  the  small  towns  of  Yorkshire  and  Northum- 
berland many  chemists  have  a  grocery  counter,  and  as  lemon- 
curd  is  in  great  demand,  a  chemist-grocer  should  be  able 
to  make  this,  and  retail  it  at  a  good  margin  of  profit. 
There  is,  of  course,  a  lot  of  lemon-curd  on  the  market  sold 
wholesale  at  such  a  price  that  pure  butter  cannot  enter 
into  its  composition,  and  I  have  seen  it  where  it  looks  as  if 
paraffinum  molle  were  the  base.  The  above  is  for  the  genuine 
article,  and  leaves  room  for  the  display  of  manipulative  skill 
in  its  preparation.  As  to  the  eater  of  the  above,  one  precau- 
tion is  needed.  If  your  stomach  is  not  in  good  trim,  do  not 
eat  too  freely ;  it  is  so  good  that  you  are  tempted  so  to  do, 
and  you  may  set  up  "  ructions,"  and  may  have  to  pay  the 
price  of  over-indulgence.  The  best  way  to  eat  it  is  to  spread 
thin  on  nice  bread-and-butter.  Avoid  the  lemon-curd  pastry, 
as  the  second  heating  spoils  the  curd.

Legal  Queries. 

Plaster  (164/64). — Belladonna  plaster  is  a  preparation  of 
belladonna  in  Part  2  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  it  must  be 
labelled  as  required  by  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act,  the  label 
being  affixed  to  the  box,  wrapper,  or  cover  in  which  it  is 
supplied.  We  are  surprised  to  hear  that  you  have  not  seen 
this  done  :  it  is  quite  common  in  our  experience. 
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Nemo  (165/17). — If  you  turn  up  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  436, 
you  will  find  from  the  paragraph  "  Chemists  "  that  companies 
are  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  sell  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedies  unstamped.  This  is  against 
the  decision  in  Smith  v.  Mason. 

Moritz  (164/49)  puts  this  case:  A,  a  chemist,  has  a  shop 
at  one  end  of  a  street  and  a  house  at  the  other  end.  This 
house  he  sells  to  B  with  the  understanding  that  no  chemist 
shall  ever  carry  on  business  there.  Two  or  three  years  later 
B,  having  acquired  the  corner  block  of  which  A's  house  formed 
a  part,  pulls  the  whole  down  and  on  the  site  builds  one  big 
building  with  shops  underneath  and  an  hotel  over  them. 
A's  house,  therefore,  is  no  more.  B  next  lets  one  of  his  shops 
to  a  chemist,  who  carries  on  business  there.  This  shop  is  not 
immediately  on  the  site  where  originally  A's  shop  stood,  but 
is  two  or  three  doors  removed  from  that  site.  The  question 
is :  Does  A's  restriction  now  extend  to  the  whole  new  house 
(which  could  not  have  been  built  without  A's  house),  and 
has  B  broken  his  agreement  with  A  ?  [The  restriction  im- 
posed by  A  would,  in  our  opinion,  only  affect  the  actual  site 
sold  by  him  to  B,  and  not  the  adjoining  site  subsequently 
acquired  by  B  from  another  source.  The  whole  question, 
however,  turns  upon  the  form  of  the  restrictive  covenant, 
which  we  have  not  seen.] 

Tr.  Rhei  Co.  (172/31)  asks  if  an  unqualified  person  who  holds 
a  patent-medicine  licence  may  sell  orange  quinine  wine  un- 
stamped without  a  wine  licence,  and  if  not,  what  ar?  the  re- 
strictions ?  [The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  decided  that 
orange  quinine  wine  is  a  medicated  wine  which  may  be  sold 
by  a  bond- fide  chemist  without  a  wine  licence;  any  other 
person  selling  it  must  take  out  a  wine  licence.  The  Board 
have  not  expressed  an  opinion  as  to  the  sale  of  this  wine  as  a 
stamped  medicine  without  a  wine  licence.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries.

A  preliminary  condi- 
tion for  reporting  on  samples  submitted  is  that  all  particulars 
as  to  source  and  uses  are  given  to  us. 


Semper  Eadem  (149/62). — There  would  be  little  or  no  risk 
in  dispensing  the  mixture  with  a  "shake  the  bottle"  label 
upon  it,  and  a  special  caution  to  the  customer  to  follow  that 
instruction.  It  is  rarely  good  policy  to  go  against  a  pre- 
scribor's  assurance — indeed,  refusal  by  a  chemist  to  dispense  a 
prescription  is  a  very  serious  reflection  on  the  prescriber,  and 
may  be  actionable. 

Obesity  (154/3). — The  standard  drug  for  Anti-Corpulence  is 
ext.  fuci  vesiculos.  1  his  is  sold  either  in  the  form  of  liquid 
extract  or  as  the  solid  extract.  Of  the  latter  the  dose  is 
3  to  5  grains  with  meals  thrice  daily.  The  drug  is  of  decided 
service  in  conjunction  with  strict  dieting,  ample  exercise,  and 
the  minimum  of  liquids.  Thyroid-gland  tablets  have  been 
employed  for  reducing  obesity,  but  their  use  is  dangerous  in 
some  cases. 

Jl.  S.  (151/3). — Purification  of  Gelatin. — The  crude  gelatin 
you  send  could  probably  be  best  cleared  by  melting  it  at  a 
low  tomperature,  mixing  with  cows'  blood,  and  then  further 
heating  to  coagulate  the  albumen,  which  is  skimmed  off.  The 
best  review  of  the  processes  of  manufacturing  gelatin  and 
glue  with  which  we  are  acquainted  is  that  given  in  Thorpe's 
"Dictionary  oi  Applied  Chemistry,"  vol.  ii.,  pp.  213  and  248. 

Beauty  (156/63). — Skin-cream. — We  have  published  a  large 
number  of  formula;  for  skin-cream  :  almost  every  index  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  would  yield  you  good  recipes. 
Our  difficulty  in  replying  to  you  is  that  you  give  no  indica- 
tion of  the  type  of  product  you  require.  There  are  the  casein 
type  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  June  29,  1907,  p.  980),  the  soap  type  (see 
C.  &  D.,  October  21.  1905,  p.  661,  or  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas," ed.  vi.,  p.  12),  and  the  tragacanth  type.  The  last- 
named  is  one  of  the  easiest  to  make,  the  recipe  being —

Dissolve  the  oil  of  rose-geranium  in  the  spirit,  and  add  to 
the  tragacanth  contained  in  a  mortar  ;  mix  well,  then  add,  all 
at  once,  the  glycerin  and  water  previously  mixed,  and  stir 
until  uniform. 

Dominus  (170/32).— The  membership  certificate  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  is  not  a  design  similar  to  the  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists'  diploma,  and  it  merely  states  that  the  person 
named  on  it  is  a  member  of  the  Society. 


Pink  'Un  (158/5). — (1)  We  do  not  think  we  could  convey  to 
you  within  reasonable  limits  the  manipulation  needed  to 
secure  bottle-caps  by  string  withoi'.t  knots.  It  is  a  little  knack 
which  can  be  taught  in  a  few  minutes  in  a  practical  way,  the 
essential  part  being  that  strands  of  string  are  held  in  place 
by  being  crossed  over  the  first  strands.  (2)  Renovating 
Scarlet  Hunting-coats. — The  formula  for  the  liquid  for  this 
purpose  was  given  in  the  C.  &  V.,  November  9,  1907,  p.  738. 

Avast  (160/29).— Anti-fouling  Compositions.— We  have  not 
been  able  to  find  a  book  on  this  subject  that  we  can  recom- 
mend, and  we  are  afraid  the  necessary  information  is  some- 
what scattered.  A  perfect  anti-fouling  paint  has  yet  to  be 
invented  At  present  the  best  that  can  be  said  is  that  the 
compositions  available  more  or  less  retard  fouling.  The  anti- 
fouling  properties  are  secured  by  the  introduction  of  certain 
poisonous  matters,  such  as  copper,  corrosive  sublimate,  or 
arsenic,  in  a  vehicle  that  can  be  slowly  washed  away.  Such 
a  composition  presents  an  u2.c0nger.ial  habitat  for  marine 
life.  Mail-boats  to  the  East  or  the  Cape  are  recoated  every 
three  or  four  months,  Atlantic  liners  about  once  a  year.  Tho 
oldest  and  perhaps  the  best  anti-fouling  coating  is  tallow 
melted  and  applied  hot  with  a  little  zinc  white  or  red  oxide 
to  give  it  body  and  colour.  It  is  also  a  perfect  anti-corrosivc. 
These  preparations  are  applied  over  the  red-lead  coating,  and 
in  case  of  re-coating  the  weeds,  shells,  and  loose  paint 
arc  first  scraped  off.  Copper-sheathed  vessels  enjoy  immunity 
from  fouling,  as  marine  growths  cannot  attach  themselves  to 
copper.  Steel  warships  are  sheathed  with  copper,  the  under- 
water hull  being  first  sheathed  with  wood  to  prevent  metallic 
contact  which  would  set  up  destructive  galvanic  action.  Zinc 
sheathing  has  been  tried,  but  is  not  a  success.  The  varieties 
of  composition  are  numberless,  but  the  following  are  repre- 
sentative :

without  cantharides.  It  is  still  sold  as  a  proprietary  article. 
We  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  any  reader  who  can  throw 
light  upon  the  history  of  the  preparation. 

R.  H.  (163/34).— The  Doses  of  Hydrahg.  c.  Creta  for; 
children  depend  greatly  upon  what  ails  the  children.  Forj 
example,  in  teething,  unaccompanied  by  diarrhoea  or  con-| 
stipation,  a  fourth  of  a  grain  suffices  for  a  child  between  six; 
and  nine  months,  and  from  that  to  eighteen  months  half  a 
grain,  morning  and  evening.  A  trituration  of  1  part  of  grey 
powder  and  7  parts  of  milk-sugar  is  most  satisfactory.  This) 
may  be  put  up  in  2-grain  powders,  half  to  be  given  for  the 
younger  children.
